C THE OHIPS 


“EXPLODED CLUES, 


WHO |S THE VICTIM OF BLENHEIM 
SWAMPT 


The Mystery As to His Identity As Dark 
As Ever—A Complete Description of 
the Body, the Clothing and His Effects. 


TonronTo, March l.—Government Detective 
John Murray, who has been engaged for the 
past fow days in an endeavor to establish 
the identity of the unknown man found 
maurdored near Princeton, was in the city for a 
few hours yesterday and left again for the 
scene carly this morning, with a view to 
secure some tangiblo evidence likely to lead 
to the identification of the young man so 
cruelly done to death The result of 
his onquiries so far havo been to 
clearly establish the fact that the victim was 
® recent arrival from England, and a man 
who had never performed any manual labor. 
The hypothesis advanced early in the week 
that he was o moulder; that he was a Jew; 
that he was a jowolry peddler,and that he had 
been identified as Oscar Scarff, a sealer ro- 
cently returned from British Columbia, have 
all been proven to be chimerical, and once 
the detective succeeds in revealing the cir- 
cumstances leading to the deep damnation of 
his taking off, it is expected that one of the 
most sensational and interesting cases on 
record will be developed. 

Careful and thorough enquiry in the vicin- 
ity of Princeton has thus far failed to 
afford any clue to the identity of the de- 
ceased and the impression of the detective is 
that he had only arrived from England a few 
days before, No person seems to have seen 
him around the neighborhood. 

The spot where the body was found is the 
most lonely and unfrequented in Oxford. 
It is known asthe “Blenheim Swamp” and 
is located on lot 22 on the second concession 
of Blenheim township, between three and four 
miles west of Princeton, The road has only 
been opened a short time, which would indi- 
cate that whoever deposited the body where 
it was found was thoroughly familiar with 
the locality. The body was lying on a pile 
of brush five or six rods from the concession 
road, from which it had been carried 
by two parties, whose tracks in a diagonal 
course were clearly discernible. There is no 
doubt in the mind of the detective. that the 
murderers intended to deposit the body ina 
small stream known as “Swamp Lako,” 
which local tradition says has no bottom. A 
recent fire caused a deposit of rubbish to 
accumulate, and finding their passage 
impeded the men laid their burden on the 
ground. 

The exact time of the commission of the 
murder has been pretty well fixed. The body, 
as stated a day or two ago, was found 
at 11 o'clock Friday morning. Its condition 
proved that the man had only been dead 
about 12 or 15 hours, certainly not more than 
24 hours, There was ample testimony to 
prove that the body was placed there either 
Wednesday night or Thursday morning, as 
the previous night there was a heavy rain 
and sleet storm and the appearance of the 
body showed that it had not lain out during

The actions of two men named George 
Baker and Robert Caldwell on the Wednes- 
day night preceding the discovery of the 
body haye, whether justly or not, brought 
them under surveillance, but their names have 
not as yet been connected by the authorities 
with the commission of the crime. Baker is 
a resident of the vicinity of Woodstock. 
Caldwell formerly resided in Blenheim town- 
ship, but of late has been working on 
the tunnel at Sarnia He came to 
Woodstock a few days ago, The night 
of Wednesday (the 19th) they were around 
drinking in Woodstock and visited a number 
of livery stables in order to secure a convey- 
ance to drive to Princeton, as they said. 
They eventually obtained a rig at Hood's, 
At 1 o'clock Thursday morning they ap-' 
peared on the Governor’s-road, which runs 
parallel with the second concession (the two 
being connected by a side road), and calling 
up James Kipp, a wagon maker, who resides 
eight or nine miles from Woodstock, en- 
quired the way to Princeton and invited 
Kipp to have a drink Kipp knew 
both men were thoroughly acquainted 
with the road and told them so, Half 
an hour later, a short distance further along 
the road, they roused up Farmer Lancaster, 
where they again enquired the road and 
invited Lancaster to drink with them. They 
received the same answer, At 3}¢ Baker 
and Caldwell arrived at the Atkinson House 
in Drumbo, awoke the landlord, James 
Atkinson, and had several drinks. They 
remained there until 9 o'clock without 


breakfasting, when they left on the 
return journey for Woodstock. Tho 
men have not the best of reputations, 


The general impression among Drumboites 
was that both men, though sober, were play- 
ing the ‘drunk’ racket, After they went out- 
side some people in the hotel remarked that 
arobbery or some other doepredation must 
have been afoot if they were out together, 
The explanations given by these men to the 
detective are said to be anything but satis 
factory, and while they may be perfoctly 
innocent, and perhaps are, it is proposed that 
they shall given clearer explanation of the 
reasons for their conduct, 
A DESCRIPTION OF THE DEAD MAN,

and broast well developed, as if accustomed 
to athletic exercise; scar about 14{ inches in 
length on right leg about six inches above 
the anklo; hands soft and fine, as if those of 
agontloman in good circumstances; finger 
nails woll trimmed as if given considerable 
attention; very prominent Roman nose; lips

farmer, Early in 1884 the corpse of a man 
with his skull crushed and his body tied with 
ropes WS washed ashore at Long Point, For 
months no clue as to his identity could be 
obtained, Detective Murray took charge of 


the Cano and finally Lavina Piggott 
of Nilestown thought the body might 
be that of her son Marsball, who 
had mysteriously disappeared. The 


body was exhumed and was identified by the 


mother and brother of doceased by his 
Pigeon-bronst, a peculiarly formed toe-nail, 
® pair of boots which had beet) made by an 
Aylmor Shoemaker and a pair of socks 
knitted by the mother from yarn which she 
herwelf had woven. The arrest of Havelock 
Smith, son of the late Col, Smith, and con- 
nected with the most wealthy and 
highly respected families of Elgin ;

body could not be identified after decay had 
set in, andthe two trials of the accused, at 
which the jury disagreed, are familiar to 
newspaper readers.

New York, intending to sail on Wednesday, 
19th, via the Britannic for London, 
where he told a number of people 
he was a passenger shipping agent 
at 37 Walbrook. Several of the parties who 
had come in contact with Atkinson recog- 
nized the collar and tie worn by the dead 
man and several peculiarities of his features, 
more especially the pronounced Roman nose, 
as characteristic of the young Englishman. 
The fact that Atkinson wore dark clothing 
did not have the effect of disabusing their 
minds of the impression that they had seen 
the face before. It was too late last night to 
ascertain whether Atkinson sailed by the 
Britannic from New York as he expressed 
his intention of doing. 

Atkinson had come to Toronto from 
British Columbia, and when he left town he 


said he was going straight to London, having

Lonpon, March 1,—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday Mr. Labouchere spoke to his 
motion of inquiry into the Cleveland-street 
scandal. Hoe alleged that the case presented 
an official attempt to defeat justice, He 
detailed tho facts of the scandal and con- 
tended that the sentence of nine months! im- 
prisonment for Veck was itself a scandal 
because of the inadequacy of the punishment. 
The treasury officials, having full knowledge 
offthe whole affair, had refrained from prose- 
cuting Newlove and Veck until Sir Stevenson 
Blackwood, Secrotary to the Postofflce, had 
insisted upon. taking action against his own 
subordinates, the postal employes involved. 
Then, finding themselves compelled to prose- 
cute these twomen, the Treasuery officials 
determined to prevent the exposure from 
going any further and tried to hush it all up. 

When Hammond fled the police proposed 
to secure his extradition from Belgivun, 
where they had him watched.

not quit the country. He appeared at the 
funeral of his grandmother, the Dowager 
Duchess of Beaufort. Lieut.-General Sir 
Dighton Probyn, a prominent member of 
the household of the Prince of Wales, in- 
formed Lord Salisbury of this, Lord Salis- 
bury stated that a warrant to take him into 
custody would be issued, but he caused this 
decision to become known to Somerset’s 
commanding officer, through whom this 
information was conveyed to Somerset. 
Thereupon Somerset fled. Somerset was 
not only allowed to resign and leave the 
army honorably but he is stilla magistrate 
for two counties, [Laughter.] Moreover he 
did not hide himself. He went to Pera 
openly and asked for a place at the court of 
the Sultan. 

Two men are now in prison for their part 
in these seandalous occurrences. But they 
are poor and obscure, their highly placed 
confederate is unmolested. The Govern- 
ment took care that the warrant for his 
apprehension should not be issued till he was 
out of the country. (Cheers *and ministerial 
“oh's! .) 

Mr. Labouchere said his charge was plain 
enough.

But I shall teli you how 
he appeared to me, and I am glad that I told 
him while he was in full health what I 
thought of him. Memorial orations and 
gravestone epitaphs are often mean enough, 
for they say ofa man after he is dead that 
which ought to have been said of him while 
living. One garland for a living brow is 
worth more than a mountain:of japonicas 
and calla lilies heaped on a funeral casket. 

His father dead, Henry W. Grady, a boy 

fourteen years of age, took up the battle of 
life. It would require a long chapter to 
record the names of orphans who haye come 
to the top. When God takes away the head 
of the household he very often gives to some 
lad in that household a special qualification 

Christ remembers how that His own father 
died early, leaving Him to support Himself 
and His mother and His brothers in the 
carpenter’s shop at Nazareth, and He is in 
sympathy with all boys andall young men 
in the struggle. You say: “Oh, if my 
father had only lived I would have had a 
better education and I would have 
had a more promising start, and 
there are some vrinkles on my 
brow that would not have been there.” 
But I have noticed that God makes a special 
way for orphans, You would not have been 
half the man you are if you had not been 
obliged to fight your own battles. What 
other boys got out of Yale or Harvard you 
got in the University of Hard Knocks, Go 
among successful merchants, lawyers, phy- 
sicians and mon ofall occupations and pro- 
fessions, aud there are many of them that 
will tell you: “At ten, or twelve. or 
fifteen years of ageIstarted for myself; 
fatber was sick, or father was dead.” But 
somehow they got through and got up. I 
account for it by the fact that there is a 
special dispensation of God for orphans, All 
hail the fatherless and motherless! The 
Lord Almighty will see you through. Early 
obstacles for Mr. Grady were only the means 
for development of his intellect and heart. 
And lo! when at thirty-nine yearsof age he 
put down his pen and closed his lips for the 
perpetual silence, he had done a work which 
many 4 man who lives on to sixty and seventy 
and eighty years never accomplishes. There 
is a great deal of sensless praise of longevity, 
asthough it were a wonderful achievement 
to live a good while. Ah, my friends it is 
not how long we live, but how well we live 
and how usefully we live. A man who lives 
to eighty years and accomplishes nothing for 
God or humanity might better have never liv- 
edatall. Methusaleh lived nine hundred and 
sixty-nine years, and what did it amount to! 
In all those more than nine centurieshe did 
not accomplish anything which seemed worth 
record. Paul lived only a little more than 
sixty, but how many Methusalohs would it 
take to make one Paul? Who would not rather 
taky Paul's sixty years than Methusaloh’s 
nine hundred and sixty-nine? 

One ofour able New York journals last 
spring printed a question and sent it to many 
people and among others to myself: ‘Can the 
editor of a secular journal be a Christian?’

Again, Mr. Grady stood for the new south, | 
and was just what we want to meet three 
other men, oné to speak for the new north, | 
another for the new east and another Lor the | 
new west. The bravest speech made for the | 
last quarter of a century was that made by | 
Mr. Grady at the New England dinner in 
New York about two or three yearsago, I | 
sat with him that evening and know some- { 
thing of his anxieties, for he was to tread on } 
dangerous ground and might by one miss- 
poken word have antagonized forever both ‘ 
sections. His speech was a victory that | 
thrilled all of us who heard him and all who 
read him. That speech, great for wisdom, 
great for kindness, great for pacification, 
great for bravery, will go down to the genera- 
tions with Webster’s speech at Bunker Hill, 
William Wirt’s speech at the arraignment of 
Aaron Burr, Edmund Burke's speech on 
Warrep Hastings, Robert Emmet’s speech for 
his own vindication.

with your pen, or your eloquence, or your | 


wealth, or you social position, will you be | 
able to give satisfactory answers? 

My God comfort that torn up southern | 
home and all the homes of this country and | 
of all the world which have been swept by | 
this plague of influenza, which has deepened | 
sometimes into pneumonia and sometimes in- 
to typhus, and the victims of which are 
counted by the ten thousand | Satan, who is | 
the ‘Prince of Power of the Air,” bas been | 
poisoning the atmosphere in all nations. 
Though it is the first time in our remem- 
brance, he has done the same thing before. 
In 1606 the unwholesome air of Cairo, Egypt, 
destroyed the life of ten thousand in ono day, 
and in Constantinople in 1714 three hundred 
thousand people died of it. I am glad that 
by the better sanitation of our cities and 
wider understanding of hygienic laws and the 
greater skill of physicians, these Apollyo- 
nic assults upon the human race are being re- 
sisted, {but pestilential atmosphere is still 
abroad. Hardly a family here but has felt 
its lighter or heavier touch, Some of the 
best of my flock fell under its power, and 
many homes here represented have been 
crushed, The factis the biggest failure in 
the universe is this world if there be no heaven 
beyond. But there is, and the friends Jwho 
have gone there are many and very dear. 
O tearful eyes, look up on the hills crimson- 
ing with eternal morn! That reunion kiss 
will more than make up for the parting kiss, 
end the welcome will obliterate the good-by.

Burchell Who 
Crossed the Ocean With Him Arrosted 
at Niagara Falls for the Murder, 

NrAGARA Faris, Ont, March 1,—When 
The Toronto papers arrived yesterday it was 
found that two large wooden chests, nad- 
dressed to *‘ H, Bonwell, Clifton, Ont, ,” were 
in the bonded compartment of the Canadian 
Express Company's office here, they having 
arrived on Feb. 18 in bond through the 
United States from the port of New York, 
having come from Europe to New York. 
Mr. Tutbill, the express agent, said no ono 
had called at the office by that name. Upon 
making onquiries at tho hotels if any 
such party had rogisterod it was 
learned that two young English- 
mon byj;the name of J, Burcholl and Mr. 
Pelley, the former a married man and who 
had his wife with him, had been stopping at 
Mr. Baldwin’s private boarding houso for 
the past two weoks, know something of who 
tbe man found dead at Princeton was, 
and that Burchell and wife bad left here yes- 
terday for Princeton and Mr. Polley had 
returned to New York the samo day. It 
was learned at Mr, Baldwin's that Burchell 
would return this evening and he did so with 
the 8 o'clock train, 
~ The following statement was told by him 
to the representatives of the Associated 
Press: 

“The dead man’s name is Fred. C, Bonwell of 
London, Eng., 24 years of ago, is well con- 
nected, his father being an officer in tho 
British army. Benwell, Pelley and myself 
and wife sailed in the White Star steamer 
Britannic from Liverpool on Feb. 5 last, 
arriving in New York on Feb, 14, Benwell 
with the intention of locating in Canada and 
buying a farm. 

“After remaining at the Motropolitan 
Hotel, New York, a fow days we came on ta 
the Falls, remaining a day over at Buffalo, 
stopping at the Stafford Hotel. Upon arrival 
hero Benwell left me at the Grand 
Trunk depot, Niagara Falls, saying ho 
was going to London, Ont., prospecting, 
and was to lot me know theresult, Ho took 
with him a large valise, leavingin my charge 
two trunks. I received by mail last Wednes- 
day week (the 19th) from London, Ont., a 
ticket to release the two chests, which are in 
the express office here in bond. I first saw 
his name in connection with the Princeton 
murder in a Toronto paper yesterday. I 
went directly to Paris, leaving here at 2.34 
p.m., arriving at Paris at 5}¢, and drove to 
Princeton. I viewed the body this morning, 
after it had been exhumed, and recognized it 
to be that of Fred. C. Benwell who accom- 
panied me from England. I knew that he 
had from $50 to $100 with him when ho 
left moe, also a watch and chain. Taking 
everything into consideration I feel that he 
has been foully murdered. 

“He was a man of temperate habits. I 
know of him personally six or seven months 
before we left England,but knew of his family 
some timebefore. Mr, Pelley left here yester- 
day for Now York. Ho has been with me 
here since Benwell left for London He 
wont to New York in search of Benwell, who 
had frionds in New York. I could not say 
how much money Benwell had on arrival in 
New York. When Pelley returns from New 
York I will consider what we will do with the 
remains, It is most likely his friends in 
New York will be consulted Ihave mado 
several trips to this country buying horses 
and shipping them to England, which I in- 
tended to do on this occasion. Relley came 
with me on the same errand. It was through 
no inducement from me that Benwell came 
to this country, I saw Detective Murray at 
Paris today and gave him all the informa- 
tion I knew about the deceased. There seems 
to be a deep mystery enshrouding the death 
of poor Benwell in a foreign land and no 
doubt the detectives will ferret the whole 
affair out and expose one of the most cruel 
murders that has ever taken place in On 
tario for some years, as there is no doubt 
to has been lured to his death, having fallon 
into hands that thought he had a quantity of 
money on his person.” 


BURCHELL LOCKED UP. 


Young Pelley Suddenly Returns to the 
Falls—The Plot Thickens. 

NIAGARA FALis, March 2—Things took 
quite a lively and interesting turn this beauti- 
ful Sabbath morning when Burchell was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being connected with 
the murder. After Burchell returned to his 
boarding-house last evening Detective Thomas 
H. Young, chief of the Ontario police at this 
point, and who has beon working on the caso 
tho last few days, had a surveillance placed 
on the house all night and he went to Buffalo 
last evening to see if he could find any shreds 
of information as to bow Benwell met his 
death while the party stopped at Buffalo be- 
forearriving here, He returned at midnight. 
All trains from New York were watched 
closely in order to intercept young Pelley as 
soon a8 he arrived, as he was expected here 
early this morning, When tho Erie flyer 
arrived at 734 o'clock this morning he stepped 
off the train and was taken to Magistrate 
Hill's office, where a private consultation was 
held between Polley and the magistrate, after 
which Burchell was arrested at Baktwin's 
boarding-house, 

The report was spread like wildfire that 
one of the two young Englishmen who had 
been frequently seen on our streets had been 
arrested for the murder of the man found in 
tho Princeton swamp and caused a great deal 
of oxcitement, The police officers fool con- 
fident they have the right man, and itis 
understood there is something connected with 
the visit of the party at Buffalo that will 
throw some light upon the mystery. 

Polley was soon by a nowspaper repre- 
pentative but declined to be interviewed 
upon the matter and said ho had promised 
the magistrate and detectives that ho would 
not say anything without thelr pormission, 
It has come to light since the arrest that 
Burcholl was in this town ono yoar 60, &o- 
companied by his wife, the same woman that 
is with him now and stopped at the Imperial 
Hotel, rogistering as “Mr. and Mrs, Somer-

_Prince Bismarck is alroady actively nego- 
tiating the reconstruction of a Government 
majority by the manipulation of parties, In 
his new scheme the Centre party will replace 
the National Liberal party in the Cartel 
The eloctions have resulted in the full restora- 
ation of the Prince’s control over the Em- 
peror, The Chancellor never seriously in- 
tended to retire, but would have retired 
rather than have played the part of a figure- 
head. Daily since the first ballots the Em 
peror and the Chancellor have been con- 
ferring about the new scheme. 

Tho first measure showing the drift of the 
scheme is the revival of active relations with 
the Vatican. In a despatch Bismarck 
requests the Pope's opinions and re 
commendations as to the details of 
the restitution to the Catholic clergy 
of the sums sequestrated during the Cultur- 
kampf, It is said the Emperor wrote per- 
sonally to the Pope on the close connection 
of his proposed state socialism with the Chris- 
tian socialism embodied in the Papal allocu- 
tions, : 

The North German Gazette throws over 
tho National Libernls,doclaring that the Con- 
servatives and Contrists have come through 
the contest intach and are pledged to main- 
tain and initiate social reforms. Other organs 

inspired by Bismarck say that in its aspira- 
tion for regulated social reorganization the 
Catholic party is working upon common 
ground with the Government. Dr, Wind- 
thorst’s terms for an alliance of the Centre 
with the Government demand ‘he abolition 
of all restrictions upon the Catholic direction 
of Catholic schools Weare perhaps on the 
sve of witnessing one more great concession 
to the Papal power. 

In addressing the Council of State to-day 
the Emperor made a confession almost 
pathotic in terms and certainly so in tone, as 
to how the supreme difficulties of the social 

&| problem had unfolded themselves to him since 
he had begun the attempt to reach a practical 
solution of them. He declared his aims 
were not ideal. He did not hope to discover 
some grand remedy for the cure of all social 
evils. He desired simply that a determined 
effort should be made to find means to satisfy 
the legal demands and the just wishes of the 
working people, 

These words deeply impressed all who 
heard them, and all unite in praising the 
Emperor’s earnest assiduity. When pre- 
siding at the sessions of the council or over 
committees he does everything to 
expedite business. He draws up lists 
of speakers and discharges the duty both of 
president and sectetary, He worked yester- 
day eight hours continuously at the business 
of the Council of State and the conference. 

It is now looked upon as doubtful whether 
the conference will meet March 15. M. 
Spuller, the French Minister, hesitates over a 
final acceptance of the invitation because he 
has discovered that the program admits the 
discussion and regulation of the hours of 
labor of adults under the clause relating to 
work done in mines. The conference is to 
decide on the limitation of duration of shifts 
in mines, on precautions to be taken in re- 
gard to unhealthy mines; also upon re- 
strictions in the output of coal by combina- 
tions to effect prices, and all this by interna- 
tional agreement. M. Spuller communicated 
his views on these points to Lord Salisbury 
and Prince Bismarck and advised 
that points certain to raiso the question of 
miners’ hours be withdrawn from tho pro- 
gram. Salisbury approved of Spuller’s 
suggestion and the clause will be modified.

The restriction of provincial liberty in- 
volved in the education clausas of the BNA, 
Actisa yery serious one. The Legislature 
of each province may exclusively make Jaws 
in relation to education, but no province in 
which denominational schools existed at 
Confederation, under public sanction/bas any 
liberty to abolish such schools or to curtail 
their privileges. Why should it be so? If, 
in the distribution of legislative powers, 
education properly belongs to the provinces, 
why should they be prevented from dealing 
with the whole mutter? Is their wisdom 
inadequate to the handling of this important 
interest? Has the Dominion any reason 
to apprehend that the rights of minorities 
would not be respected by the provinces} If 
80, should it not be sufficient that the Do- 
minion can negative unjust legislation in the 
exercise of the veto! The restriction seems 
to ‘imply distrust of the provinces and js a 
roflection on their competency to deal with a 
subject which lies within their jurisdiction. 
Apart from any question as to the continu- 
ance of separate schools, there are strong 
reasons why the subject of education in its 
whole extent should be entrusted to the 
provinces. The idea of the constitution is 
not fully carried out and provincial liberty 
is unnecessarily limited while this restriction 
remains. We have therefore come to the 
conclusion that such modification of the 
B.N,A. Act as would empower the provinces 
to deal with the whole question of education 
should be constitaitionally sought, 

The majority of the people of this province, 
there can be little doubt, were always op- 
posed to separate schools, The act which 
completed the system—that of 1863—was 
introduced by the Hon. R. W. Scott, and in 
the final-yote upon it in the Legislative As- 
sembly 22 members from Canada West voted 
for it and 31 agninstit. The votes of Canada 
East carried the measure, which wo may thus

The same influences which carried the act in 
1863 secured the provisions of the §.N, A. Act 
above referred to, There is nothing there- 
fore in the history of the establishment of 
separate schools which need forbid the freest 
discussion of the subject by the people of 
Ontario. 

The following remarks are offered on separ- 
ate schools in Ontario:

I We Suffer for Uncle Sam's Sins. 
Lonpon, March 3,—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day John Leng, member for 
Dundee, asked whether the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was ready to grant 
the demand of the Scotch farmors 
for equal facilities with others for 
importing cattle from the United States 
and Canada. He also asked whether the 
| condition of American cattle justified the 
| regulation providing for their slaughter at 
the port where they wero landed. 

Henry Chaplin, Minister of Agriculture, 
replied that the American Government was 
not complying with the conditions 
of the Act of 1578 and that 
therefore the present restrictions could 
not be relaxed. In 1869, he said 47 
cattle from America affected with 
pleuro-pnoumonia had arrived in England. 
As recently as Feb, 21 a bull suf- 
fering from the same diseaso had 
been landed at Deptford from New York. 
Communications in regard to the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the act of 1875 
were still proceeding with the United States 
government.

Ash Wednesday. 
Ash Wednesday is so called from the cus- 


tom of strewing ashes on the head as a sign & 


of penitence which prevailed in the Roman 
Catholic church. It was instituted probably 
by Gregory the Great, 590-004, and was 
sanctioned by later popes. The ashes were 
consecrated on the altar before mass, sprinkled 
with holy water and signed three times with 
the cross, while the priest recited the words, 
“Memento quad cinis es, et in cinerem rever- 
teris!” (remember that thou art dust, and 
must return to dust), They were then 
strewed on the heads of the officiating pricats, 
the clergy and the assembled people. The 
ashes were said to be those of the palms con- 
secrated un the preceding Palm Sunday. Ash 
Wednesday is not obser¢ed in the Protestant 
church in Germany. 
Novel Street Car Motor. 

A company is being formed to introduce a

DOOM. 

Burchell in the Shadow of the Gallows— 

“Ad”

Pelloy's Story—Trapped by 
Against 


Found in His Tranks, 


Maroh 4.—At 11 o'clock this 
morning J. Rex Burchell was arraigned before 
Magistrate Hill, Long before the court openod 
there was a complote jam of people seeking ad 
mission, and when the doors were thrown open 
the room fillad to the doors within a minute's 
time, The prisonor was placed in a chair before 
tho witnemi-box, Hoe looked palo and appeared 


Borvous, although he answered the magistrate in 
a firm voice as follows

Damning Evidence 


Ntaoana Farts, 


Iam 25 years of ago, born at Chureh, Lancashire; 
have no particular business or home other than London, 
Eng.; my father is dead; have no occupation; am mar 
eae colloge education; belong to Church of 

ogland, 

After which tho magistrate read tho charge 
against him of wilfully and felontously murder- 
ing Fred C. Benwell on or about Feb. 17, in or 
4round Prinoeton, Ont. The magistrate asked if 
he was guilty or not. He replied tn a hurried 
vole, “Not guilty." Tho prosecution then began 
with their evidence. 

Dotective Murray was tho first witness called, 
and went over tho story of finding the body 
of the deceased and all the particulars 
leading up to tho finding of the cigar case, which 
Caused tho Identifying of the murdered man. He 
also went over the interview with the prisoner at 
Parison Saturday, which he considered a fishy 
one and a@ blind to exonerate himself from being 
connected with the murder. The prisoner {dentl- 
fled the body of the dead man as that of F. C. 
Benwell, who had come out from England to go 
into buainess with him farming, and when asked 
by tho detective if prisoner had beon in tho 


business before sald no, but had been in 
the sheep ranche business in Anstralia 
ond said they had come out to this 


country to seo if they could find a suitable place 
to ralse stock. Whenasked if he had ever been 
out in this country before he sald yes. He and 
his wife had been out os tourists; they had not 
been west of the Falls. On this trip he left New 
York on Feb. 15, arriving at Buffalo on tho 16th. 
Ho sald himself, wife and Benwell came down to 
the Falls Monday morning, 17th, and he returned 
the samo afternoon with his wife, When asked 
What became of Benwell. he sald ho left him 
at tho Falls, He understood he was going to 
London. 


The next witness called was Douglas 
Raymond Pelley of Walden-Place, Saffron 
Walden, Essex, England. He was sworn 


and was asked by the magistrate to make a state- 
ment from his first meoting with tho prisoner up 
to the present and state as near as possible what 
had transpired, which be did as follows: 

‘T saw an advertisement in a daily London 
(Eng.) paper, I think it was The Standard, about 
two or three months ago, giving somo details of 
@ stock farm in America and to apply to one 
Mellerish. His address was at a club in Cheltenham, 
I wrote to Mellorish and received a reply making 
an appointment to meet him ip London and went 
to the club at the time of tho appointment 
and he was not there, but the porter sald he was 
out of town, but would be back ina few days. A 
few days afterwards I recelveda letter from the 
prisoner saying he bad a business out at Niagara 
Falls, Canada, and said he wanted someone to as- 
sist him to run it and thoughtI would suit him, 
and if I wished to I could write him. I had con- 
siderable correspondence with prisoner in con- 
nection with the matter. The letters are at home. 
He wrote that he had, 144 miles from 
Niagara Falls, a large farm on which 
there was 4 large brick house and barns, the 
former heated by steam and lighted by gas and 
the latter by electric ight. I understood the 
business carried on was buying horses in the 
rough and grooming them to sell to profit, the 
form being used to raise horse feed. During his 
absence hig business was looked after by two 
hired men, Peacock, and his overseer was a 
Scotchman named McDonald, who lived not far 
pway. Also that he hada branch business that 
he had only an intersst in at Woodstock and had 
furnished rooms there in which he and Mrs, 
Burchell lived. That there were quite a 
few Englishmen at Niagara Falls and 
a club bad been arranged which he was instru- 
mental in organizing. That the members lived 12 
English stylo and had English servants, 

“After hearing his story I came to the conclu- 
sion that I would like the business and entered 
into an agreement with him, the contents of 
Which is that for £170 sterling I was to have ip 
return all my expenses and 2244 per oent. of all 
sales, ‘The prisoner made two copies of the agree 
ment, signed one and sent both to me so I might 
sign and return it to him.

Not hearing 
from him I wired him and received by maila 
letter saying that he intended procuring steam 
ship ticketa through Mrs. Burchell’s father, a Mr, 
Stevenson, who might get them ata reduced rate, 
The final arrangements were made to meet him at 
Euston dopot at 4p.m. on Feb, 4, I did this by 
telegraph, as I wished to go to see a friend of 
mine, Godfrey Lawford, at 23 Austin Friars. I 
went to Euston station as arranged, and prisoner 
did not turn up, I waited for ao later 
train and just as the train was due to 
start the prisoner and Mrs. Burchell drove ug 
in o cab with their luggage and made the oxcuse 
for their lateness in arriving that Mr. Stevenson's 
office had been on fire during the night. Ho said 
it wasin the Greshan building.

The @hance That Brought Allen Pink— 
erton to Light, 

We have lately} seena stury going the 
rounds of the press to the effect that Allen 
Pinkerton, the original Pinkerton detec- 
tive, did hia firat work of that kindin a 
murder caze in Philadelphia, We happen 
to know, however, that he did not. ‘lhe; 
late Luther Dearborn, for many years a 
atate senatorin Illinois, once told the 
writer how Allen Pinkerton came to en- 
gage in detective work. 

In 1850 Mr. Dearborn was sheriff of 
Kane county, Illinois. His oflice was at 
Geneva, the county seat, and he had a 
deputy in Elgin, one of the larger cities of 
the county. Atthat time an enormous 
amount of counterfeit money was being 
circu’ated in and about Chicago, and one 
day Alexander Mitchell, at that time the 
president ofthe company whose money 
was being counterfeited, wrote to Steriff 
Dearborn, saying that he believed the 
sparious money was being manufactured 
bya man who lived ander an assumed 
namein Elgin. Sheriff Dearbora was 
aware that his Elgindepaty could do noth- 
ingin the case because everybody knew 
him. 

At that time two brothers were running 
a little cooper shop in Dundee, a smali 
town near Elgin, Mr. Dearborn had in 
the course of his political canvass become 
acquainted with oce ofthe brothers, and 
knew himtobea \bright, shrewd sort of 
a follow, sohe went to Dundee and engag-~ 
ed him to work up the case. The young 
cooper senta notetothe suspected man 
saying thata friend had told him he could 
buy somo “queer” and that he wished to 
dp so. Thecouoterfeiter replied that if 
the cooper would meet him at a certain 
hourinthe evening at a cerisin corner 
with a rtipulated sum of money he would 
be supplied with a package vf the **goods” 
he required. The cooper wagon hard with 
the money, and when he hadmade the pur- 
chase he quietly drew o pistol and march- 
ed the counterfeiter off to the lock-up. 

The prisoner turned out to be old Clegg, 
a tall. handeome, scholarly old gentleman 
witha patriarchal beard and the mest 
charming manners, but one of the mott 
troublecome counterfeiters that ever flour- 
ished inthis country. The young cooper 
was Allen Pinkerton, This was the be- 
ginning of bis dotective work. toon af- 
terward he went toChicago and was placed 
upon the police force, whee he served 
until he founded the private detective ag- | 
ency which still bears his name and the} 
impress «f his peculiar genius.

ONTARIO ASSEMBLY. 


The First Division of the 
Strictly Party Vote. 


Session —A 


Tonoxto, March 5.— The first division in 
the Assembly took place yesterday, when 
the Attorney-General moved the third read- 
ing of his bill for expediting the decigon 
of constitutional and other provincial questfens 
Mr, Meredith has opposed the bill since its in- 
troduction and called for the yeas and nays oo 
this amendment, seconded by Mr. Creighton: 


That the bill be now read a third time, but that it be 
amended by the following addition: No such question 
which Involves the constitutionality of a pevteneie } 
act sliall be submitted unless upon a Case settled by the 
court whose oplaton ti edora Judge thereof upon 
police to the Attorney. General of Canada 


The amendment was lost on ao strictly party 
vote, 32 to 48. 

Mr, Meredith strongly opposed the Premier's 
bill to provide for the security of costs in certain 
actions brought against justices of the peace 
when the second reading of this measure was 
moyed for. The principal ground of his objec- 
tion on that occasion was that the bill would give 
exceptional and extraordinary privileges to these 
officars. He held that the power of appeal should 
be allowed in such cases Where decisions are rend- 
ered. The measure passed in committee, how- 
ever, aud athird reading will be moved for to-day. 

Mr. Hardy then moved for the second reading 
of his bill relating to the Mining Claims Act. Itis 
to enable miners, prospectors and explorers to 
stake out a claim upon payment of $5 to the local 
agent to get themselves entered for that particular 
claim of from 30 to 40 acres. They may then hold | 
it for six months to work on so asto satisfy them- 
selves whether it isa paying claim ornot, They 

| 


can then exercise the option of purchasing or 
leaving the claim. Mining prospectors have for 
some time past been urging the adoption of such 
a measure and it is also approved by the mining 
commission. Mr. Hardy explained that it is left 
to regulation or order in council to define the dis- | 
tricts in which the proposed legislation shall 
operate. This was in some measure for the pro- 
tection of timber lands and timber interests. The 
miner went to territory remote from settlement 
and upon reaching a good mining vein might be 
induced to clear the timber, if the territory hap- 
pened to be timber land, by meansof fire. Hence 
the provision. 

Mr. Meredith pointed out that the House had 
not yet been furnished with the fuformation con- 
tained in the report of the mining commission. 
He also took occasion to urge that some method 
be devised whereby the province could derive 
benefit from these mineral lands as they Increased 
in value by development, The bill was reada 
second time. 

For 5}¢ hours tho House last evening debated 
the License Law amendments, the second reading 
of which was moved by the Provincial Secretary. 
Messrs. Wood (Hastings), Dr. Willoughby, Mr. | 
Hudson, Mr, Marter and Mr. Creighton charged 
the commissioners appointed by thé Government 
in various ridings with prostituting their offices. 
Dr, Willoughby said that in his riding lcense | 
holders had lost their licenses because they voted 
Conservative. Mr. Creighton denied that the | 
temperance people or municipal councils had 
ever petitioned the Government to assume the 
administration of the license law nothwithstand- | 
ing the statements to that effect made by Gover | 
ment members. Messra, Davis, Gibson, Wood | 
(Brant), McKay, Mr. Ross and Mr, Fraser replied 
defending the Government and pointing out that 
temperance and public morality had been 
improved since the license power passed into the | 
hands of the Government 

Mr. Fraser, in closing the debate for the even- | 
ing, roasted Mr. Creighton for having in his news- 
paper accused the head of the Public Works De- 
partment with jobbery and corruption in connec- 
tion with the Parliament buildings, and intimated 
that if the member for North Grey wished a com- 
mission of enquiry he could have one, and if It 
was shown that a single cent had been dishonestly 
expended he (the speaker) would retire from | 

public life, 

Mr, Meredith replied, and the second reading 
passed without division. 


The Bridge at Queensferry. 

Eoresvunon, March 4.—The great rallway bridge | 
over the Forth was opened today by the Prince | 
of Wales with great ceremony in the presence of 
an immense crowd. 

(The bridg#1s built on the cantilever and cen- 
tral girder systems, total space spanned BOUSLG 
feet, length of bridge proper excluding ap- 
proaches SHI feet. The south approach con- 
sists of 10 spans of 168 feet each. On thé north 
side there are only 5 piers, Tho bridge proper 
consists of 8 cantilevers, the centre one founded 
on Inchgarvie and the others on the boulder clay 
at the bottom of the Firth. The cantilovers spring

AT FRANK KURL’S HOUSE IN 


THORMOW, 


AN OFFICER'S VICILANT SEARCH. 


The Alleged Murderer of Han- 


nah Cole on Trial, 


WALTER HEARTGRAVES IN THE BOX 


Hs is Taken From Beneath tho 


Kitcben Floor so Securely Hids 
den That hadit not Been for 
Officer Haye’s Quickeye he 


Might Have WHseaped 


the Officers, 


William Arnott, tho alloged murderer ¢ f 
Haunah Goly ontho evening of February 
18th, was arroated last night at Frank 
Kurl's house in the third concession of 
Thurlow, soven milos ond a half from 
Belleville, ‘Tho prisoner when taken into 
custody wore whaggard, huated look and 
all night maintained a asullea silonce. 
@nco or twice only onthe way to the city 
did he volunteer to say anything. Once 
ho said that if he had not been arrested 
he had intended, at any rato to 
aurrender himself to justice that same 
night. However this does nob bear out 
his assertionon the way bome, (when the 
rig at a point in the road came near Up- 

sotting) thatif they had been pitched out, 
‘they would not have got their hands on 
him again very soon. 

Yesterday chief of police Newton search 
ed several housesin the eastern part of the 
city in the hopo of finding some trace of 
his man. Incheafteraoon about three 
o'clock information was received 2t police 


headquarters that Arnottlwas secroted at 
Frank Kurl’s, Acting upon the strength 
of thisadvice the chief at once secured a 
conveyance and together with police cfi- 
cers Morton, Cook, Hayesand Downs 
paida visit to the latter farm house in the 
third concessiop vf Thurlow. They arriv: 
ed there about six o clock and’at once sur- 
rounded “the premises. The information 
was so definite that it left no doubt in the 
mindsof the cflicers that at last they had 
hunted their man tothe ground, and a 
vigilant search was commenced, |The farms 
and outhouses wero thoroughly ransacked, 
Every conceivable place wherea man could 
possibly hide himself was carefully exam 
ined, buat ho was not to be found and the 
officers began to feel a suspicion that their 
information was not authentic, but only 
another flying rumor ef which the air has 
been full ever since the night 
of the horrible tragedy. The 
polico then repaired to the farm 
honse which’sets afew paces back from 
the road, From cellar to garret the place 
was searched, but if their hopes of finding 
their man were fading beforethey now felt 
morally certain that the tugitive could not 
be on the premises, when Officer Hayes. 
one ofthe.shrewdesb and most eflicient 
members of the force, made a happy dis- 
covery. In the corner of a little room off 
the kitchen the officer had carelessly re- 
moved a table from which pended an oil 
cloth covering to the floor, A few loose 
doards with the help of an axe wire soon 
rowoved from the floor which was only a 
few feet above the ground and the oflicer 
leaped into the hole. His quick eye at once 
detected a slight disturbauce in the earth 
as If the toe of a man’s foot had 
dug itself into the ground. He 
cailed fur a lantern and looking further 
andor the floor part of a man’s leg revealed 
itselt. Thrasting che light forward the 
officer was not surprised at seeing the 
frightened face of a musculer looking man 
peeriog at him through the {darkness and 
William Araott was inthe hands of the 
law. 

It was only by the frarest chance that 
this secure hidiny place was discovered and 
had it not been for Officer Hayes’ natural 
shrewdccss William Arnott would no doubt 
today have boenatill a free man, The 
police returned shortly before nine o'clock 
aod Arnott was safely lodgea behind the 
bars, 

Fran« Kurl denies that Arnott had'been 
secreted in bis house since bis mysterious 
disappearance from the city two weeks ago 
yesterday morning. He states that he 
had only gone there the same; morning. 
Arnott says thac Kurl was going to drive 
him to the city but the lp tereays he had 
no intention of doing this,

Arnott’s Mysterious Disappearance, 


Ohiét of Police Newton stated to a re- 
porterof the Onranto today that as yet he 
had been unable to account for the myatert 
fous absence of William Arnott, After he 
left his brother and Walter Heartgraves on 
Herchimer avenue two weeks ago yester- 
day morning, he walked in a north weet 
direction until he came to Louis Pringle's 
house, He remained here until a quarter 
to twelve when he picked up his bag saying, 
“I'll Fave to hurry up if I want to pet to 
the woods in time fordinner,” It will be 
remembered that he told his mothor that 
he was goiog toreturn to the woods where 
he had been chopping for Nelson Lingham. 
D uring the same day Fred Greatrix, who 
drives his father’s bread wagon,saw Arnott 
near Priogle'’s house going towards the 
railway track, Ho had a bag on bis back, 
Itis now believed that when Arunott’s 
friends heard that the officers of the law 
were after him they wertto tho=woods and 
warned him to make his escape. Where 
he was secreted until he went to Kurls 
house, is stilla mystery, It is known 
that ho was seen in a cutter driving rapid- 
ly but the man who gives out this infor 
mation it not known, Aruoto remarked 
to an officer thls morning that if \he had 
remained where he wasthey would. never 
have found him, The prisorer’s father feels 
his position keenly.

BURCHELL WAS AT EASTWOOD. ! 


Brakeman George Hay Saw Him There on 
the 17th—Mrs. Burchell Remandod. 


NraGara FAs, Ont., March 6,—Barrister 
Hellmuth of London, who was a fellow-pas- 
senger of the Burchells, Benwell and Pelley 
in the Britannic, accompanied Mrs. Florence 
Burchell into Magistrate Hill's court at 10 
o'clock this morning and watched the pro- 
ceedings in his fair clHent’s bebalf. Mrs 
Burchell’s petite and pretty figure was hidden

FLORENCE BUROHELL. further remand till 1 
o'clock, as that would enable him to hear 
from.the Attorney-General, to whom he had 
telegraphed, and that tho evidence as a whole 
would warrant the magistrate to remand the 
woman. After some points of law were dis- 
cussed betweeh Hellmuth and the magistrate 
the latter said that ho would remand Mrs. 
Burchell till 1o’clock. When Hellmuth asked 
if bail would be accepted he said if the evi- 
dence produced was of such a nature as to 
commit the accused for trial she would bave 
to be committed and he was powerless to 
grant bail. 

Detective Murray stated he had other ovi- 
dence to offer, There were some train 
men whom he could produce as _ wit- 
nesses against Burchell by the afternoon. The 
magistrate advised the detective to bring his 
witnesses on this afternoon and he would re- 
open the caso against Burchell, as life was 
uncertain, and these important witnesses 
may not be available next week. 

When tho court resumed at 1 o'clock 
Burchell was brought in by the officers, Tho 
first witness called was George Hay, who 
testifled: “I live at Windsor, Ont. I ama 
brakeman on the Grand Trunk Railway. I 
have seen the prisoner before, I saw him on 
Monday, Feb, 17, at Eastwood station on tho 
Grand Trunk Railway, west of Princeton 
about 6 miles, My train was coming east. 
I was brakeman on that train. It was about 
8 minutes late leaving Woodstock, which is 
5 miles west from a

We went to tho lock-up 
and I did recognize the prisoner as the same 
man, He had abottle of liquor in bis pocket, 
It was a white glass flask. It saw it in his 
hand between Harrisburg and Hamilton.

I did not see him 
offer any of it to anyone. He seemed to be 
sober,” 

Mr, Pelley was again called and testified: 
“TL assisted Detectives Young and “Murray to 
search tho prisoner's trunk. We found the 
cap amongst tho prisoner's things, I recog- 
nize it to be Burchell’s, I have seen him 
wear it,” 

Chief Young and Detective Murray also 
testified that they had found the cap amongst 
the prisoner's traps, 

The magistrate remanded the prisoner 
to Welland jail for seven days. Tho prisoner 
was then remoyed to a cell and Mrs, Burchell 
was arraigned. When the prisoner was 
seated the magistrate said: 

“Mrs. Burchell, I haye brought you doavn 
to court to notify you that on request of the 
crown I shall remand you to jail for seven 
days.” 

Mrs. Burchell looked wistfully at the 
magistrate, Mr. Hellmuth was on his feet 
immediately and made an imploring address, 
claiming that there had not been a scintilla of 
evidence against her and that the magistrate 
was in duty bound to allow bail, which, he 
said, ho was prepared to give in any amount 
the magistrate saw fit to ask. 

In spite of his strong fight for the woman's 
liberty on bail the magistrate would not al- 
low it. He said although he agreed with 
Mr. Hellmuth the responsibility had been re- 
movedfrom him, “The Attorney-General has 
stepped in. I must remand the prisoner un- 
til next Wednesday.” 

Mr, Hellmuth said it was an absurdity, 
that the Atterney-General could not 
possibly have understood the case and 
he did not consider it British justicd 
that an attorney-gencral should have 
the right to step in over a magistrate's 
load that was hearing the evidence and de- 
mand that the accused should be locked up in 
jail without knowjog if there was a par- 
ticle of evidence to show that she was in any 
way connected with a felony, asin this case. 

The magistrate said he could not help him- 
self and Mrs. Burchell would be remanded to 
Welland jail. 

The lawyer raved and Mrs. Burchell wept, 
After consultation the prisoner was allowed 
to remain here until morning, under police 
surveillance, to enable her counsel to inter- 
viey the Attorney-General and see if bail 
could be arranged. 

Burchell was taken to the county jail at 
Welland by the 44¢ Grand Trunk Railway 
train in charge of Chief Young. Mrs. 
Burchell was taken to Baldwin’s boarding 
nouse and placed in charge of Officer Gris- 
dale till word is received from the Attorney- 
General after Barrister Hellmuth has seen 
him,

ONTARIO ASSEMBLY. 


Discussing the Estimates—The Minister of 
Education's Report. 


Toronto, March 7.,—There was a long and 
heated discussion in the Assembly yester- 
day ona $10,000 item in the estimates of the 
new Parliament Buildings, The matter 
was brought up by Mr. Creighton, 
who referred to the charges mado 
in The Empire newspaper that the 
“whole transaction teems with jobbery 
and wrongdoing.” Hon. C. F. Frasor replied 
and said that if Mr. Creighton made any 
charge and took upon himself the responsi- 
bility of asking for a commission a commis- 
sion would be granted. Tho discussion was 
renewed at the evening session, the leader of 
the Opposition and the Premier both taking 
part, Finally the item was passed. 

The Minister of Education yesterday 
brought down the report for I8S%. The 
school population of the province of 1877, as 
compared with 1885, was respectively 404,504 
and 615,55, and the total number of pupils 
registered for the same years wore 490,860 
and 405,323. 

There are now 562% school houses in the 
province, distributed ns follows: 5200 in rural 
districts, 220 \n towns and 187 in cities. The 
log school house fs fast disappearing, there 
being only 5&4 in 1888, as against 1446 in 1850. 
In the same period brick school houses haye 
increased from to 2086. Five thousand 
four hundred and ninety-seven school houses 
are freehold and 120 rented. The number of 
miaps now used amounts to 44,971. In 1850 
there were only 1814.

Coroner McLay said ho was perfectly will- 
fag to agroe to Mr. Cartwright’s request; infact 
ln favo of present developments he could not 
seo how he could do otherwise. In the first 
place Mr. Pelley, who had received a sub- 
pona to attend as a witness, did not put in

, in Toronto until late in the afternoon, then 

} he started for the village. Detective 
Jobo Murray was also missing, much to the 
disgust of Coroner McLay. ‘These wit- 
nesses wore of the utmost importance,” said 
the Coroner, “‘and I don't see how I can get 
along without them.” But the most serious 
disappointment of all, at least to the 500 
countryfolk who had gathered in the village 
streets and taverns, was the non-arrival of J, 
Rex and Florence Burchell. The prisoners, 
it was ozpected, would arrive at 11 o'clock on 
the accommodation from the east, and when 
only three or four Toronto reporters stepped 
from the train loud was the protest of tho 
gathoring villagers thereat. 

It is no longer a secret that there is a hitch 
somewhere, Coroner McLay was certainly 
handicapped because the prisoners were not 
sent on from the Welland jail and from the 
Njagara boarding house where the woman is 
“confined.” Had they been there the import- 
ant witnesses of the afternoon, especially 
those who swore as to Burchell being at East- 
wood on Monday, Feb. 17, could easily have 
strengthened their evidbnco by a sight of the 
prisoner, or perhaps it would have 
proven otherwise — for the accused's 
benefit, The Niagara Falls authorities 
evidently do not want to send the 

} prisoners to Oxford, where they could be 
more conveniently’ dealt with, until they 
have got through with their examination. 
But the Attorney-General has given instruc- 
tions that if Coroner McLay wants either or 
both prisoners at the adjournod inquest to- 
morrow they are to be senton to Princeton. 
They will probably both be here to-morrow, 


Mr. Ball had a list ofvabout a dozen wit- 
nesses written on a slip of paper and he called 
seven or eight of them, The evidence was 
principally as establishing” Burchell's visit: to 
Eastwood on Monday, Feb. 17. On this 
point some positive evidence was given, none 
more so than that of Miss Alice Bmith, Fore- 
man Robert Rutherford and his fellow jury- 
men are an intelligent-looking set of men, 
and they seem very anxious to have the 
matter thoroughly and impartially sifted. 

I, in company with several other's, visited 
the lonely’swamp where Benwell was 
found before the inquest opened. As it has 
been described, it is one of the mostlonely and 
deserted places imaginable. The swamp is 
about 100 acres long-extending on both sides 
of the second concession of Blenheim. Tho 
remains were found about the middle of the 
length of the swamp, some 15 feet from the 
road, which is not separated by a fence as is 
generally supposed, There is a small clear- 
ing in the thicket where the body was found, 
and to the west of it are two small trails 
which would-allow one man to pass through 
into the clearing within by an independont 
route fromthe main entrance, This clearing 
is about 15 feet square, and it was hore 
where Benwell was shot down or where he 
was carried after being shot, No one pass- 
ing the entrance to the little clearing could 
see the body where it lay from the conces- 
sion. By road the clearing is just about 4}; 
miles to Eastwood station, 844 to Princeton 
and 13¢ south to Goble’s Corners, It is about 
10 miles from Embro. There would be no 
possible way of gotting into the clearing ex- 
cept by the main entrance or either of tho 
sinall trails mentioned,so dense is the growth 
of saplings all over its surface. 

When the coroner finally got Ais court 
going matters were considerably expiited 
by tho services of a stenographer, The first 
witness called was Brak6man George Hay, 
who told substantially the samo story that 
he did at Magistrate Hills’ investigation at 
Niagara Falls yesterday.

As to Burchell's presence at Eastwood on tha 
Monday in question Alk eSmith, a miss of some 
16 or 17 summors, gave positive ovidence. This 
young lady wore a ONspicnous red hat and her 
somewhat robust figure was encased in a dark 
custume trimmed with silver braid She has 
raven black hair and seems fo be intelligent. Sho 
testified: “Iam the granddaughter of John Hay- 
ward of Eastwood. On Monday (Feb, 17) after- 
hoon just before the 3 o'clock train going east 
raached Eastwood I arrived at the station to post 
alotter, As Iwas going into the station gate I 
inet the man called Somerset I knew him by bis 
calling at my grandfather's house last summer 
Ife came up to me and held out his hand. I shook 
hands with him and he said: ‘How do you dor’ 
I asked hin if be were Dudley (Somerset's chum 
In Woodstock Jast summer), and he sald, ‘Don't 
you know me!) He also asked me how all the 
family wax and also tho ‘old governor’ (her 
grandfather) He went into the station and 
bought a ticket for Hamilton. I heard bim ask 
for the ticket, as I also went inside the station 
1do not know whether he went to Hamilton or 
not, asI did not see him get on the train, Iam 
sure he is the sare nan who was known as Som 
erset. He told me he was coming back again, but 
I did not quite understand what he meant, 
whother he was coming to live in Woodstock 
again or not.” 

Miss Mary Swazie, another young Jady of East- 
wood, said that she was at the statlon ou the date 
In question just before the 3 o'clock train going 
east came in, She saw a strange man talking to 
Station Master Dunn. “I donot know who he was, 
but I could recognize him if I saw him again. 
His pants were turned up and his shoes 
were muddy, He looked as if be were 
outfor a walk, He had dark, bright eyes, a 
dark tnustache and was very intelligent looking.” 
Tho intelligent hearing of the bright-eyed young 
Stranger seemed to be of uppermost importance 
in the estimation of Miss Swazie, for she repeated 
it twice and with emphasis, too. 

Miss Ida Cromwoll, also of Eastwood, saw the 
sare person referred to by Miss Swazie at the 
Eastwood station, He way talking to Mr, Dunn 
and he bought a ticket for Hamilton, He wore 
light pants and a dark coat, He hada mustache. 
“Lwould know theman if I saw him again. Ido 
not know the wan thay call Somerset.” 

Mr. Thomas W. Dunn, station master at East- 
wood, did not remember the gun-shaped package 
coming off Conductor Poole’s train on the morn- 
ingof the 17th. As he had an assistant, however, 
that gentleman might be able to remember it. 
“I sold a ticket toa man for Hamilton for the 3 
o'clock train. The man came into the station 
with bis pants rolled upand his boots covered with 
mud, I don’t know whether I would know him 
again if I saw him.’ 

Alfred Hayward was positive that he saw two 
men coming from the Eastwood station on the 
morning of Feb. 17. It was between 11 and 12. 
They were 20 feet away when he 
saw them first. One of the men’ wore 
& cape coat “Il saw Somerset once, but I 
don’t know if one of these two men was bim or 
not... The men walked north towards Governors- 
road. I toll my woman (bis wife) when they 
passed that they looked Uke two Englishmen 
going to Mr, Patteson’s, One of them threw a 
snowball at our cat as they passed the gate.” 

Benwell’s coat wis shown to witness and he 
said it looked very much like the coat worn by 
one of the men whom he saw. 

John Freelingburg, a farmer of Blenheim, gave 
two men a ride on the morning of Feb. 17, but his 
description of them was not in any way identical 
with elther Burchell or Benwell, One of them he 
said was quite elderly and gray. 

James Hayward, a storekeeper of Eastwood, 
was the last witness. He saw Mr. Dunn and a 
stranger talking together before the 3 
o'clock train came in on Monday afternoon, Feb, 
17. “The stranger was the man I have heard 
called Somerset. He wore a dark coat, light 
pantsand a cap, His pants were turned up,” 

The inquest was adjourned at 444 until 1 a’clook 
to-morrow afternoon. 

.Coroner McLay wns still quite rufMled in tem- 
per when he walked into the telegraph office this 
He telegraphed to Deputy-Attorney- 
General Cartwright at Toronto instructing that 
officer to send up Detective Murray and Mr, 
Pelleoy to Princeton to-morrow to identity 
the body, which had been exhumed for 
the purpose during the day, as it would 
not keep. The coroner emphasized his 
telegram by stating that if Mr, Murray and Pelley 
did not come he wouldissue a warrant for their 
arrest. ‘ That will bring them,” remarked the 
gentleman from Woodstock, as he told the 
operator to charge the despatch to the Attorney- 
General's Departrnent, ; 

Coronor McLay, it should be mentioned, is very 
anxious to have the body identified by Pelley. 
Burchell, who saw it a week ago to-morrow 
(Saturday), ts the only person who has identified 
the remains as those of Fred C, Benwell, There 
has been no evidence under oath on this point,

Burchell was shrewd onough not to date 
his letter, though he headed it with an address at 
Niagara Falls, directing where money was to be 
sent, but the postal stamp on the envelope shows 
that tho letter was mailed at Niagara Falls Fob. 
®. It reached Benwell'’s father at his home ia 
Cheltenham late last Tuesday night, a few hours 
after be had learned from the London nowspapers 
of his son's murder, 

In this letter Birchel!l asks that 6 distinct agroc-

Pelley 
also wrote his father frou Liverpool that he was 
very much surprised to see my son there,” 

“Did your son take much money to America 
with him!" aaked the correspondent. 

“No, 1am sure he could not have had more 
than £15 with him when he landed in Now York. 
The arrangement was that J was to send him 
some money. But ho took a large outfit of 
clothes with him and I insisted that he have them 
all marked with his {nitials so as to have no 
trouble In the Custon House, Burchell strongly 
urged him not to so mark them, saying that in 
America clothes marked with initials were charged 
much more. 

“I wish you would also deny,” said Col. Benwell, 
“the insinuation of my son's improper relations 
with Mrs. Burchell. He met her only once before 
he went to America, That was in her father’s 
house at Norwood."" 


LOVE AT FIRST SIGHT, 


Mrs. Burchell’s Runaway Match with the 
Murderer, 


Loxpon, March 7.—A reporter went to Upper 
Norwood last night to seo David Stephenson. He 
found him in bed, prostrated by the news of his 
son-in-law’s alleged crime. He Is a white-haired 
man, 76 years of age, and the family fear the 
shock will have @ serious effect on his bealth, 
A doctor ts attending him. Mr. Stephenson said: 

“It is quite true that my daughter ts the lady 
mentioned in the case. Her marriage was in 
direct opposition to my wishes. It took place 
without my consent, My daughter first met 
Burchell ata party given by one of my intimate 
friends. They instantly became attached to each 
other, and had only been engaged three months 
when Burchell asked me to allow the wedding to 
take place 

“He gave as the reason for the sudden request 
that he had important business affairs in Canada 
which necessitated instant attention. I refused 


to consent to the marriage, saying It was el 


sudden to be proper. 


“Burchell never mentioned anythto 
business, cxocpt to say he was a woalthy owner 
of largo estates in Canada He seemed a 
thorough gentlemen and had plenty of money. 
I enquired and found be had been at Oxford Uni- 
versity and was the son of a clergyman of tha 
Church of England, living somewhere in Lan- 
cashire. I have a letter from an eminent chureh- 
man at Oxford, giving Burchell the highest 
character. 

‘I spoke to my daughter about the hasty wed- 
ding and advised her to wait until I had made ex- 
haustive enquiries as to Burchell’s career, She 
declined and said she would marry him, as she 
loved him dearly, Burchell did not broach mar- 
riage again. Iconsidered that he was going to 
wait until I gave consent, 

“One day I was surprised to hear my daughter 
had been married sexretly the day before. Two 
of my daughters were present at the ceremony, 
which was by special license. “The couple never 
came to see me, but went direct to Canada. I 
received letters from each of them while they 
were there. They ultimately returned to Eng- 
landand I forgavethem. They lived in my house 
some time,”

ten all over with lead pencil marks made 1s 
December at Bothany on the 
bouse of Mary and Martha and Lazaru 
dismounted from our horses on the way Up 
from Jordan to the Dead Sea, Bethany was 
the cummor evening retreat of Jesus After 
spending the day in the hot city of Jorusalem, 
He would come out there almost ever evening, 
to the bouse of his three friends, I think the 
occupants of that house wore orphans, for tho 
fathor and mother are not mentioned 
Lazarus, the brother, was the head of 
tho household and his sisters depended on him 
and were proud of him, for ho was very popu- 
lar and everybody liked him, and these girls 
were splendid girl Martha a first-rate 
housekeeper and Mary a spit ituolle, somewhat 
dreamy, but aifectionate, and as good a girl 
as could be found in all Palestine. But one 
day Lazarus got sick. Tho sisters were in 
consternation. Father gone, and mother gone, 
they fool very nervous lest they lose their 
brother also, Disease did its quick work 

How the girls hung ovor his pillow! Not 

much sleep about that house, no sleep at all. 

From the characteristics otherwhere develop- 
ed, I judge that Martha prepared the medi- 
cines, and made tempting dishes of food for 
the poor appetite of the sufferer, but Mary 
prayed and sobbed. Worse and werse gets 

Lazarus, until the doctor announces that he 
can dono more. Theshrick that went up from 
that household when the last breath had been 
drawn, and the two sisters were being led by 
sympathizers into the adjoining room, all those 
of us can imagine who haye had our own 
hearts broken. But why was not Jesus 
thore, as He so often had beent Far away[ p 
the country districts preaching, healing other 
sick, how unfortunate that this Omnipotent 
Doctor had not been at that domestic crisis 
in Bethany. When at last Jesus arrived at 
Bethany, ‘Lazarus bad been buried four days 
and dissolution had taken place. In that 
climate the breathless body disintegrates 
more rapidly than in ours, If immediately 
after decease, that body had been asakened 
into life, unbelievers might have said that he 
was ouly in a comatose state, or in a sort of 
trance, ‘and by some vigorous manipulation 
or powerful stimulant, vitality had been re- 
newed. No! Four daysdead. At the door 
of the sopulchre isa crowd of people, but the 
three most memorable aro Jesus, who was 
the family friend, and the two bereft 
sisters. I wonder what Jesus will do, Ho 
orders the door of the grave removed, 
and then He begins to descend tho steps. 
Martha and Mary close after him, and the 
crowd after them, Deeper down into the 
shadows, and deeper! The hot tears of 
Jesus roll over his cheeks and splash 
upon the back of his hands, Were 
ever so many sorrows compressed into 
so small a space as in that group 
pressing on down after Christ, all the 
time bemoaning that He had not come 
before! Now all the whispering, and all 
the crying and all the sounds of shuffling 
feetare stopped. It is the silence of ex- 
pectancy, Death had. conquered, but now 
the Vanquisher of death confronted the 
scene. Amid the awful hush of the tomb, 
the familiar name which Christ had often 
had upon His lipsin the hospitalities of 
the village house came back to His tongue, 
and with a pathos and an almigatiness of 
which the resurrection of the last day 
shall be only an ccho, he cries, “Lazarus, 
come fo:th!” The eyes of the slumberer 
open and he rises and comes to the foot 
of the steps, and withsome difficulty be- 
gins to ascend, for the cerements of the tomb 
are yet on him and his feet are fast, and his 
hands are fast, and the impediments to all his 
movements are so great that Jesus commands; 
“Take off these cerements; remove these hin- 
drances: unfasten these grave clothse; loose 
him and let him go!” Ob, lamso glad that 
after the Lord raised Lazarus, He went on 
and commanded the loosening of the cords 
that bound his feetso that he could walk, and 
the breaking off of the cerement that bound 
his hands so that he could stretch out his 
arms in salutation, and the tearing off of the 
bandage from around the jaws so. that he 
could speak. What would resurrected life 
have been to Lazarus if he had not been free 
from all those cripplements of his body? I 
am glad that Christ commanded his com- 
plete emancipation, saying: ‘Loose him, 
and let him go.” 

The unfortunate thing now is, that so many 
Christians are only half liberated. They 
uave been raised from the death and burial 
of sin into spiritual life, but they still have 
theSgrave clothes on them. They are like 
Lazarus, hobbling up the stairs of the tomb 
bound band and foot, and the object of this 
sermon isto help free their body and help 
free their soul, and I shall try to obey the 
Master's command that comes to me, and that 
comes to every minister of religion, ‘Loose 
him, and let bim go.” First many are bound 
hand and foot by religious creeds. Lat 
no one inisinterpret mo as antagonizing 
creeds, Ihave eight or ton of them; a creed 
aboot religion, a creed about art, a creed 
about government, andso on. A creed is 
something that aman believes, whether it be 
written or unwritten. Tbe Presbyterian 
church is now agitated aboutits creed. Some 
good men in it aré for keeping it because it 
was framed from the belief of John Calvin. 
Otber good men in it want revision, I am 
with neither party. Instead of revision I 
want substitution. 1 was sorry to have tho 
question disturbed atall. The creed did not 
hinder us from offering the pardon and the 
comfort of the Gospel to all men, and the 
Wostminster Confession has not interfered 
with me one minute, But now that the 
electric lights have been turned on the imper- 
fections of that creed—and everything that 
man fashions is imporfect--let us put the old 
creed respectfully aside and get a brand new 
one. 

“But,” you say, ‘itis the same old Bible, 
and Jobn Calvin bad that as well as the 
present student of the Scriptures.” Yeu; so 
itis the same old sun in the heavens, but in 
our timo it has gone to making daguerreoty- 
pes and photographs. It is the same old 
water, but in our century it has gone to run- 
ning steam engines, It isthe same old elec 
tricity, but in our time it has become a lightn- 
ing-footed errand boy, So it is the old Bible, 
but new applications, new uses, new inter- 

pretations. “You must remember that dur- 
ing the last three hundred yoars words have 
changed their meaning and some of them now 

mean more and some less, I do not think that 

John Calvin believed, as somo say he did, in 

the damnation of infants, although some of 

the recent hot disputes would seem to imply 
that thero is sucha thing as the damnation of 
infants. 

Aman who believes in the damnation of 
infants himnsolf deserves to lose heaven. I do 
not think any good man could admit sue a 
possibility, What Christ will do with all the 
bables in tho next world I conclude from 


what He did with the babies in Palostine 
when He hugged them and kissed them. 
When some of you growa people go out of 
this world your doubtful destiny will be an 
erobarrassment to ministers officiating at 
your obsequies, who will havo to be cautious 
#0 as not to hurt surviving friends, But 
when the darling children go there are no 
“ifs” or “buts” or “guesses.” We must ro- 
member that good John Calvin was @ lo- 
Siclan and # motaphysician and wy the pro- 
Clivities of his nature put some things in an 
unfortunate way. Logic has its use and 
Metaphysics has its use, but they are not 
good at making creeds, A gardener hands 
you a blooming rose, dowy fresh, but a severe 
botanist comes to you with a rose and 
says: ‘IT will show you the structure of this 
row.” And he proceeds to take it apart and 
pulls off the leayes and says: ‘There aro 
tho petals,” and he takos out the anthers and 
he saya: "Just look at the wonderful struc 
ture of these floral pillars,” and then ke cuts 
tho stem to show you the juices of the plant 
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po cor metaphysics takes the aromatk 
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will ju@ show you how this rose of refarion 
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me can harmon'ze tho two. not neces 
ary that he harmonize them

the mysteries of God 
lesa tho 
hundred quintillion of yearn ago. I 
for a creed for denominations made 
sutof Seripture quotations pure and simple 
That would take the oarth for God. That 
would be impregnable against infidelity and 
Apollyonic assault. That would be beyond 
human criticism The denomination, what- 
ever its name be, that can rise up to that will 
be the cbureb of the millonnium, will swallow 
up all other denominations and be the one 
that will be the Bride whon the Bridegroom 
comoth, Let us make it simpler and plainer 
for people to get into the kingdom of God 
Do not ninder poople by the idoa that many 
not have been elected! Do not tag on to the 
one essential of faith in Christ any of tho in 
numberable non-essentials. A man who 
heartily accepts Christ is a Christian, and 
the man who does not accept Him is nota 
Christian, and that is all there is to it, He 
need not beliove in election or reprobation, 
Ho need not believe in the eternal generation 
of the Son, He need not believe in everlast- 
ing punishment, He need not believe in in- 
fant baptism, , He need not believe in plenary 
Faith in Christ is the criterion, 
is the test, is the pivot, is the indispensable. 

Again, there are Christians who are under 
sepulchral shadows and hindered and hoppled 
by doubts and fears and sins long ago re- 
pented of. What they need is to understand 
the liberty of the sons of God. They spend 
more time under the shadow of Sinai than at 
the base of Calvary. The man who is all the 
time feeling of his pulse and loooking at his 
tongue to see whether it is conted is morbid 
nnd cannot bo physically well, The doctor 
will say “Go out into the fresh air and in- 
to active life’ and stop thinking of yourself 
and you will get well and strong.” So 
there are people who aro watching their 
spiritual symptoms, and they call it self-ex 
amination and they get weaker and sicklier 
in their faith all the time. Go out and do 
somothing nobly Christian. 

Do you think it pleases the Lord 
for you tobs carrying around with you 
the debris and carcasses of old transgressions?! 
You make tne think of some ship that has 
had a tempestuous time at sea, and now that 
it proposes another voyage, keeps on its 
dayits the damaged lifeboats, and the splint- 
ers of a shivered mast, and the broken glass 
of asmashed skylight. My advice is: clear 
the deck, overboard with all damaged rigging 
brighten up the salted smokestacks, open 
a now log book, haulin the planks, lay out 
onew course and set sail for heaven. 
You have had the spiritual dumps long 
enough. You will please the Lord more by 
being happy than by being misorable,

VERDICT OF THE CORONER'S 
AGAINST BURCHELL. 


JURY 


His Wife Florence Adjudged by the Same 
Court An Accessory After the Fact 
What Miss Fallon Saw on the Fatal 
Monday—Pelley In Demand. 

Princeton, Marck 8,—At 74 o'clock to- 
night Coroner McLay’s jury, which had been 
in session since 1 o'clock, returned this vor- 
dict: 

“That the said Frederick Cornelius Benwell 
came to his death by two pistol shots flred 
into his head from behind; one at or near the 
nape of the neck and another a little behind 
and above the left ear, either of which was 
sufficient to cause death, 

* And your jurors have reason to believe 
that said shots were fired by tho hand of 
Reginald Burchell, alias Somerset, with the 
deliberate purpose of wilfully and fe sloniously 
committing murder, on or about Feb. 17, 
1800, 

“And we are of: opinion that Florence 
Burchell, wife of the said Reginald Burchell, 
was accessory to the murder after the fact.” 

The finding seemed to ploase the largo num- 
ber of people which again gathered in the 
village streets and Town Hall during the 
afternoon, Asto Mrx Burchell, there is a 
wide diversity of opinion throughout the 
county of Oxford as to her alleged knowledge 
of the murder, before or after tho fact, as- 
suming the accused to be guilty, As to 
Burchell, however, after the strong chain of 
circumstantial evidence that has been woven 
around him, there are very few who do not 
believe that it will be impossible for him to 
proye an alibi, The prisoners were not 
present at the inquest to-day, but Coroner 
MoLay could have had them if ho so de- 
sired. 

The principal feature of the inquest to-day, 
in addition to the verdict, was the positive 
identification by Pelley of the remains as 
those of Benwell. The young man went over 
to the cemetery accompanied by the coroner, 
sevoral jurymen and 800 persons. The coffin 
had been disinterred and the lid removed. 
In the grateful sunlight of this beautiful 
March afternoon, and with hundreds of eyes 
riveted upon him Mr, Pelley gazed at the 
features of the occupant of the coffin. He 
said they were undoubtedly those of the 
young man who had crossed in the Britannic 
with him and who had met such a cruel fate 

atthe Blenheim swamp. Mr. Pelley’s greatest 
surprise, as he expressed himself to mo, was 
that the features had retained so much of 
their naturalness. ‘I have not the slightest 
difficulty,” he remarked, ‘in recognizing 
them. But Iam glad that Ihave got through 
with it, I baye almost dreaded coming to 
the grave to seo the dead man.” 

This matter oyor Mr. Polley and Detective 
Murray werecalled,’ They were the only wit- 
nesses of theafternoon. Nothing particularly 
new was told byeither. Pelley wentover the 
long story that he told in Magistrate Hill's 
court at Niagara Falls, and Mr. Murray re- 
peated at great length his connection with 
the case, all of which has been printed. 

It just took the jury, with the aidof the 
coroner and County Crown Attorney Ball, 
one hour to render their written verdict. 

This practically closes Princeton's connec- 
tion with the ghastly tragedy, much to the 
regret of Jérry Dake, the policeman, and the 
villagers generally. Ithas been a veritable 
bonanza for Princeton. 

Coroner McLay said this evening that he 
would not probably make another move until 
the authorities at Niogara reopened their ad- 
journed preliminary hearing on Wednesday 
next, Tho attention of Magistrate Hill 
would then be drawn to the fact 
that a coroner's jury in the county 
of Oxford had returned a verdict of wilful 
murder against Burchell and one of a less 
serious nature against his wife. It is then 
probable that, acting under inst ructions from 
the Attorney-Genoral, Magistrate Hill will 
hand over the prisoners to the custody of the 
Oxford authorities. The evidence which has 
been taken will be read over to them and 
they will be formally committed for trial, 
which cannot occur until October next. The 
assizes which open at Woodstock on Monday 
will be over before the case for the Crown 
could be got ready. The prisoners’ arrival at 
Woodstock, the capital of this county, will 
be an event of no small importance. 


MORE STARTLING EVIDENCE, 


The Last Person Who Is Supposed to Have 
Seen Benwell Alive. 

Woopstock, March 9.—Probably the most 
startling evidence that has yet been un- 
earthed against Burchell is the story told by 
Miss Allie Fallon, which if correct will show 
that this lady wastho last person besides 
his murderer who saw Benwell alive. 
The lady is said to be of trustworthy 
character. She was not called at the 
inquest yesterday, evidently because the 
coroner and the jury thought they had 
heard enough for all practical purposes for 
the present at least, To The Sontinel-Re- 
view attaches the credit of unearthing Miss 
Fallon’s damaging testimony. The young 
lady lives with her mother near the fatal 
swamp. Atfirstin talking to the reporter 
she was very reticent, and was particularly 
anxious that she should not be summoned to 
give evidence, for the reason that none of 
her neighbors wero likely to be 
subp@naed, and owing to the natural 
aversion of a woman to havo hor 
name associated with such an awful caso, 
The reporter succeeded in securing the fol- 
lowing information; *‘On Monday, Fob, 17, 
two men passed our house in the direction of 
tho swamp, which is but a short distance 
away, Irémomber that it was Monday on 
account of the fact that a ball was beld in 
Princeton on that day. I mado the remark 
that they were doubtless two young dudes 
going down to the ball. One of them walked 
in front, He was somewhat taller than his 
companion and of slighter build. He woroa 
long grey overcoat with a capo on it, His 
companion, who walked behind, wore what 
I took to be a dark pea jacket,” 

“Do you know Mr, Somerset ?” the reporter 
asked, 

** Yes, I know him very well." 

She hesitated much when asked if aho could 
identify the man who walked behind as Mr. 
Somerset: She would not like to swoar that it 
was Somerset, but was satiafiod in hor own 
mind that it waa,

NEWMARKET TRAGEDY. 


ANOTHER NIGHT'S INVESTIGATION 
BY THE CORONER. 


The Widow of Robert A. Smith Says There 
Had Been Family Quarrels-HMe Had 
Threatened to Lenve the Town—The 
Enquiry Again Adjourned. 


NEWMARKET, March. 7.—In the crowded 
Town Hall, 800 persons be ing present, Coroner 
Scott resumed the enquiry this ovening touch- 
ing the death of Robert A. Smith, who was 
found dead in his cellar from a bullet wound. 
Mra Smith, the widow, was too ill from 
nervous prostration to attend, hence the 
coroner and jury proceeded to the residence 
of Mra Forsyth, where in those trying cir- 
cumstances Mrs. Smith is staying. 

On tho coroner's return to the hall he read 
Mra. Smith's testimony, which created much 
interest. She deposed that the Smith family 
had quarroeled with her husband, and on ac- 
count of this he had threatened to advertise 
his business for sale and leave Newmarket, 
She swore that the revolver (produced) was 
not her busband's, 

Henry Noller, ‘who was employed in 
Smith's store, testified that on Feb. 11 
Felicia Smith had told him that deceased and 
his brother John had had angry words; that 
deceased had said some ugly things about 
John. Miss Smith had said to witness, 
“Don't tell everything you know.” Deceased 
told him not to let John go behind the 
counter, 

James Bogart flatly contradicted Felicia 
Smith's account of the safe opening. She 
swore last Wednesday night that she did not 
open the safe on Wednesday night and that 
she had never opened it but in the presence of 
Coroner Scott. Bogart swore that she did 
open it about 2 a.m. on Thursday, but ho was 
positive that she had not taken the will out, 

Thé inquest was adjourned till Monday 
afternoon. 

It is the general !impression here thes the 
jury will return an open verdict.

to the country on tho platform of the main- 
tenance of the efficiency of the army, Tho 
moderation of the tone of the Centrist papers 
indicates the intention to form «an alliance 
with Prince Bismarck if the only remaining 
disabilities of the Catholics aro removed. 
Tho Germania predicts the formation of a ( 
majority which will assist the Government 
in social réforms on a Christian basis, the 
maintenance of protectionist duties, the de- 
fence of the rights of the monarchy and 
strengthening of the federal character of the 
Empire. 

If this were all the Clerical party desired a 
coalition of the Conservatives and Centrists 
would be assured, but bebind this smooth 
home program the Catholic leaders conceal a 
design to try to coerce the Chancellor into a 
startling change of foreign policy affecting 
the relations of Italy and the Vatican. 
Although the clerical press {s reserved on 
the subject suggestive allusions constantly re- 
cur to the resolutions adopted at re- 
cent Catholic congresses in favor of 
foreign intervention at Romo. The Centrist 
leaders are too sagacious to insist upon 
a change of Prince Bisniarck’s policy toward 
Italy as an immediate condition of their sup- 
port. The first terms asked will be educa- 
tional concessions, When these shall have 
been granted whatever pressure the Centrists 
can exercise they will concentrate upon an 
effort to effect a rupture of the existing com- 
pact with the Quirinal. 

The anti-Anarchist Bill is the Emperor's 
inspiration and was assented to by Prince 
Bismarck, Itisthe anti-Socialist law under 
anew name, The exact provisions of the 
measure are unknown, but it is under- 
stood the expulsion clause of the auti-Socialist 
law is omitted and the bill permits a wider 
freedom of discussion in the press and on the 
platform and enacts severe penalties against 
assailants of the Crown and the Government. 

The Emperor's speocb at Brandenburg 
Wednesday continues to excite the greatest 
public interest. The official version in The 
North German Gazette instead of modifying 
intensifles the Emperor’s declarations of 
absolutism. Throughout the speech the Em- 
peror asserted in the most emphatic language 
his personal authority and his responsibility 
to God. In the most remarkable passage he 
said:

“I see in the people and the land en- 
trusted to me by God a talent which, as 
the Bible says, itis my duty to increase. I 
mean with all my strength to so trade with 
my talent that I will be enabled to add 
many anotherthereto, Those who help me I 
heartily welcome; thuss who oppose me I 
dash to pieces.” 


Tho phlirase evoked the liveliest comment, 
The semi-viticial press holds that it is not 
to be regarded as threatening moral 
position but merely plysical, and 
lent resistance to tho law, The Post 
(Conservative) hails ths speech as con- 
sonant with the spirit that bas always 
animated the kings of Peussia. Other Con- 
serative papers commeni it as the promise 
of a vigorous rule leading toa strong home 
and foreign policy that will keep Germany 
from the of parliamentary 
governnients like that of France, 

Tne Liberals value the speech as placing 
onder a white light the character of a 
monarch who deems himself the sole arbiter 
of the nation’s destinies,ignoring the fact that 
the various parties in the Reichstag want to 
carry out their own ideas and not his, and 
who is foolish enough to threaten to dash the 
people to pieces on the eve of the meoting of 
a parliament in which the Government will 
face a hostile majority.

lt ig well known about here that there 
has boon great fears of on ice famine in 
most of, if not all, the towns and citios 
that were not fortunate onough to be situs 
ato’d by or nosr some bay, river or small 
lake of quit water, end oven atsome of 
those placos t hat werelocated fav orably, 
the quality orquautity was not suflicient 
for tne demand, while from tho states 
comes a general demand for this summer 
luxury, Scarcely # towo in Eastern Oni 
tario but has gone into the ice harvest with 
a rush and aeem to have no limit placed 
upon thomas to the amount to be taken 
out. Your correspondent hearing of » big 
order for 6,000 tons having been received 
a Rossmore, paid a vieitthers on Saturday 
and found the report true and fully 50 
men employed cutting and taking ice from 
the bay. ‘ho scone presented » busy one 
and had the appoaranco of a hive of bees, 
The ico was boing cation blocks 22x36, and 
were hauled up a slide by w berse into ao 
store house onthe dock. lo fact the ice 
was being taken out much faster than the 
house was being built, as the sides were 
boing put up around the massof ice as 1b 
was piled. A second slide hadjbeen built 
to hoist the ice over the high track, down 
another slide int» the yard where o house 
was to be bailt about 6@x30 feet, 
I hod only a short t'me to wait to see this 
second elids in’ operation and to any one 
not acquainted with this etyle of buvesting 
ice, it would pay them to witnessit. The 
slide from thie water to tho track is about 
4} pitch and folly 30 feet long, while the 
slide on the opposite side is about 50 feet 
witha possible} pitch. It can well be 
imazined the force with which these cakes 
of ice go down this toboggan slide. The 
first cakes would bave gone half way 
across the yard only for the lumber piles. 
It could readily be seen theincline was ton 
greut andto stop the force and speed 
downward the end of the slide was raised 
about six feet from the ground, This new 
wrinkle smused the boys iroreas it acted 
like a circus spring board, for when the 
blocks of ize \struck it. they rebounded 
vith such force as to turn almost a com- 
plote sxomersuult. How this was stopped 
1 didno waitto see but concluded if they 
kept on raising that track, ice would be 
shot clean over the lumber piles. Mr. 
W. H. Chatterson informed mu ‘hat be 
had the contract for getting out this 5,000 
tonsefice but was not limited to that 
amourt, as the Rathbon Co gave him the 
privilege of doubling it if he could. In 
reply to the question as to how many 
tonsa day he expected to get out, Mr. 
Chatterson said 300 tone, It is doubtful 
whether they will be able to do this with 
the present system of tuking it out 
While I was there each rlide could not 
average more than owe block of ice per 
minute to do their best, This would be 
for both sides. 1200 cakes for ten hours. 
These cakes are tyured at 300, Ibs each. 
which would only give,180 tons per day. 
Possiby, though, a faster scheme may bea 
found to do the work—as the men who cut 
havo no trouble in getting thefblocks read y 
for the slide, The price paid per ton for 
taking out this ice is hard to got at, as 80 
many different stories were tuld- somelsay- 
ing 20 cts. and others 25 cts, por ton. The 
ice isto be measured when ready for shipi 
ment and any loss betweensnow and ship 
ping will likely be boen by the contractor, 
The ice is éxpected to be moved before the 
end of April,

The grand trunk company which had 
given orders here for 700 car loads of ice 
for TS. ronto parties have had to stop opera: 
tions as cara could nov be had to move the 
solia blocks. Some 200 car loads have 
been sent forward. 

The Kingston Whig of Saturday says: 

At present theechrs, Dunn, Ella Murton 
Grantham, Culvin, Denmark, Prussia, end 
Norway have had their ice cargoes com- 
pleted. The schooner Watertown only 
started Inading on Monday morning, and 
will have her cargo completed this after- 
noon, Allthe cargees have been sold at 
good ‘ figures except tho Watertown’s, 
averaging from $1,200 to $1,400 per cargo. 
The cost of loading and cutting the ice is 
very small, in the neighborhood of $190 
per vessel. Of course the vessel has to be 
taken to her destination and her cargo un: 
loaded, and thie willrun up to quite a 
little amouat. A vessel loaded with ice 
is neverinsured. Afterall expenses ore 
paid there remains a good margin as profit; 
especially when it is taken into consid:r+ 
ation that most of those veusela have to go 
to the other side for their first load, and 
might as well take a cargo of ice with them 
as not, As s00n as nnvagation opens 
these vossels will start. The cargoes are 
nearly all for Telodo. The echr Water- 
town 6 load haa not been sold as yet, but 
in all probability her owner will not have 
to wait long until itis disposed of. lt is 
three years since vessels were loaded with 
ico bofore, This year the Americans re, 
quire a large supply, and they ara; unable 
to obtain it In thoir own district, 

The work of ice cutting is being carried 
on largely at Bath. Laltrd & Howard have 
the contract to supply Rathbun & Oo, with 
10,000 tons, to be delivered and weighed 
at Oharlotto, The foe in the bay at Bath, 
is about eightoen inches thick and of tho 
bess quality, Gangsofmen aro working 
every night up to twelve o'clock, The 
contractors will make qulto @ sum on 
this deal.

NEWMARKET, March 10.—The inqueat on 
the body of the late Robert A. Smith waa re- 
opened here today at Willfam 
Dennie corroborated Miss Smith's atatement 
as to the parties in the house during the 
night and J, Turney related a conversation 
he had with Smith ab ut la grippe on the 
evening of the shooting. Smith said to wit- 
ness that he suffored considerably in his hoad. 
The only other witness oxamined during the 
afternoon was E. ©, Holmes, whose evidence 
cast no light upon the enquiry. 

At tho ovening session the first witness was 
Maa. Hannah Davis, who testifled that Miss 
Smith said Robert had been up to Jobn’s and 
hat he had better stay away as Robort had 
alked unkindly to John, Miss Smith said to 

ohn: * You looked annoyed enough to shake 
tobort,” and he replied: ** That was how I 
elt.” 

Willio Denham said he was nt bis grand- 
nother’s house all the evening except while 
i@ Went away for the mail, John and his 
srandmother were there, Witness went up 
stairs at 9 o'clock and came down at 10 
Ho had seen Robert's pistol, Tt bad 
a darker handle than the one produced, 

Constable Savage was the next witness 
He testified to tho position of the body and 
surroundings, He saw no evidence of a 
struggle. 

Dr. Stuart read his minutes of the post 
mortem, He thought death was instantan- 
eous, The deceased could haye so killed him- 
self but witness did not think it likely, The 
pistol must have boon pressed close to the 
breast, Where death is ihstantaneous in the 
case of a suicide the, revolver is clinched in

jail to await {the action of the grand jury, 
He holds warrants for their arrest from the 
nuthorities at Oxford. Tho prisoners will no 
doubt be handed over to the Oxford officers 
without further proceedings at Niagara. 

Dr. John Ferguson, the energetic member 
for Wolland in the House of Commons, will 
no doubt learn with some surprise that when 
Burchell was painting to Pelley the beautios 
of his electro-lighted farm near tho Falls he 
was not drawing wholly on his imagination. 
Such a farm and outfit is owned by the 
Doctor and it is not far from the whirlpool. 
Burchell is probably acquainted with 
the lay of the Doctor's land, his 
stock and his alectric lights, for it 
hes since been learned that he described a 
great deal of it in detail to Pelley as belong- 
ing to himself. In like manner it is strongly 
suspected that to the ill-fated Benwell he de- 
scribed Mr. Patteson’s farm at Eastwood as 
his own, Not that he was ever at Mr. Patte- 
son's a8 a guest or visitor, but he knew suffi- 
cient about its surroundings to describe its 
principal features and its position, In fact, 
it is quite probable that when he lured Ben- 
well to the swamp of death, as the circum- 
stances now fully point that way, he did so 
on the story that they were on the road to 
Mr. Patteson's place and by a short cut, too, 
viz., through the swamp. 

The striking feature of the casa now is, 
what was the real motive in murdering Ben- 
well? It could not have been for his money, 

| for he only had about £25 when he left Eng- 
Iand, His outfit was probably worth a fow 
hundred dollars, It will be remombered, 
howover, that a few days after Ben- 
well’s disappearance he (Burchell) 
wrote to Benwoll's father request- 
ing that money bo sent him immediately, 
as he'andjhis son had entered into a partnership 
But the chances of tapping the old colonel’s 
purse seems to have been reduced by the 
statement that young Benwell was writing 
him (the father) to the same effect by thesame 
mail. Ofcourse no such letter ever reached 
| Col, Bonwell from his son. A well-known 
lawyer of Toronto, one who has had consider- 
able to do with criminal cases, said to The 
World last night that notwithstanding Burch- 
cll’s alleged crime he believed the man to be 
either very clumsy or rather crazy. 
, Another gentleman who was present and 
who is big on theories as far as 
this particular crime is concerned, said 
ho believed that he had involved his liberty 
tosuchan extent in his fraudulent tran- 
sactions with Pelley that he decided to put 
both that young man and Benwell out of the 
way, and if their friends ever asked about 
them he (Burchell) would simply say that all 
he knew of them was that they had “gone 
west.”

When arraigned ho confeseed the 
truth of the charge but urged mental weak- 
ness as the reason for his act. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to four months’ im- 
prisonmedt at hard labor, 


Orton Falls to Put Up. 

Lonpon, March 10.—Under the name and 
title of Roger Doughty Tichborne, Baronet, 
Arthur Orton, the Tichborne claimant, was 
nominated as the Home Rule candidate for 
Stoke-on-Trent to fillthe vacancy in tho House 
of Commons made vacant by the resignation 
of William L. Bright, Home Rule. He failed, 
however, to deposit bis share of the election 
expenses and the nomination was canceled. 


Wissman Fights Another Battle. 
ZANZIBAR, March $10.—Major Wissmann 
after a march of several hours attacked and 
captured Bwand-Heris fortified position Sun- 
day. Bwand-Heri escaped. A German 
officer was killed aud another officer wounded. 
A number of Wissmann’s natiue soldiers died 

of sunstroke, The Arab loss was heavy. 


A Sharp Fight With Brigands, { 


CoNSTANTINOPLE, March 10.—In an en- 
counter at Elassona between Turks and a 
band of brigands, over 20 of the former were 
killed and 6 of the latter, The brigands 
were dispersed. 


The Cabinet Crisis at Rome, 
Rome, March 10.—The rosignation of 
Signor Biancheri was announced in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day. Prime Min- 
ister Crispi moved that the resigngtion be 
not accepted and the motion was unaNimously 
adopted. 


THE PRAIRIE PROVINCE. 


Mr, Sifton Makes a Strong Speech Against 
Separate Schools, 

Winxyrrvec, March 1,—In the Manitoba 
Legislature this afternoon Mr, Sifton, a 
Goyernment supporter from Brandon, 
made a vigorous speech against 
separate schools, declaring that the 
system was an alliance between a 
paticular church and the state. It was a bad 
and pernicious spstem, tending to increase 
the political power of the Catholic priest- 
hood. In Quebec it had made the Catholics 
so strong that the Government there to-day 
existed only to register the decrees of the 
church, 


SHIRTMAKERS ON STRIKE, 


Demanding Uniform Pay and 
Hours—Tho Bosses Yielding, 
NeW Yors, March 10,—There are about 
2000 shirtinakers on striko here, Many are 
women and they demand a uniform rate of 
pay in all the shops. They also want the 
bosses ‘to proyide machines for them to 
operate, Tho shirtmakers do not intend to 
work more than 10 hours a day and are de- 
termined not to work 14 as they have in the 
past. Many of the bosses have conceded the 
terms demanded but others are holding out, 
The pleatmakers have joined the shirt- 
makers out of sympathy and say they will 
stand by their co-workers to the end.

U.S. Crop Report. 
WASHINGTON, March 10.—Tho Department 
of Agriculture report for March states that 
the proportion of the corn crop in the hands 
of growers is 45.0 per cent., or 970,000,000 
bushels, and of the wheat crop 31 per cent, 
or 156,000,000 bushels. ‘The stock of corn on 
hand is the largest ever reported in March, 
Most of the wheat in farmers’ hands 
is in states which have no surpjus over con- 
sumption at home. The six spring wheat 
states have only 45,000,000 bushols, 18,000,0p0 
of which will be required for spring seed and 
the remnindor is scarcely more than four 
months’ consumption of their population,

ALL ENGLAND AROUSED. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT BEYOND SEAS 
OVER BENWELL’S MURDER, 


Further Inyestigations as to the Ante- 
codents of the Burchells—Ho 
Lived for Years by Swindling—What 


Hiis Wife Must Have Known. 


ling 


LONDON, March 11,—A reporter haa just 
spont four days interviewing the relatives of 
Mr, and Mrs. Burchell, Pelley and Benwell on 
this side of tho water, in tho ondeavor to 
ascertain theexactrelations between Burcholl, 
the man he is accused of murdering and the 
man who ishis principal accuser. hore iano 
doubt at all that Burchell is an arrant scamp. 
for four years he made his living by de 
frauding othor people, The whole of Eng- 
land, and peyeally London, is aroused aus it 
never was before over this murder in the 
lonely Canadian swamp, Tho excitement 
does not abate one jot, but on the contrary 
increases, 

In 1586 Burchell was a student at Lincola 
College, Oxford, and was being educated for 
thechurch, His father was the rector of a 
wnosperous church in Lancashire, his brother 
Pad another church near Lechlade, Though 
poly 12 months in colloge Burchell lived a 
Iast pace and contrived to contract debts 
whic eEreyen to be $5000. During this time 
his father died and the property was divided 
between two sons aud a daughter. Reginald 

.Burchell’s share was nearly $20,000. 
By the provisions of the will the money 
will not come into his possession 
till May, 1891. Last June Burchell was noti- 
fled by Clement, Cheese & Greene, a firm of 
solicitors in London, that his creditors pro- 
posed to throw him into bankruptey. Bur- 
chell replied that he had disposed of his 
interest in his father’s will to raise ready 
money in order to pay his creditors ond 
asked the solicitors to come and see him. 
When the solicitors arrived at Oxford they 
found Burchell had left town with mone 

raised on the will, leaving his debts seat 
From an authentic source it was learned that 
Burchell had sold his interest out and out to 
his sister for $15,000 cash. 

Nothing was heard of Burchell by his 
creditors for weeks after ho left Oxford until 
lotters were received from him in May, 188, 
saying he was in the employ of Somerset & 
Co., Brock-street, Woodstock, Ontario. 
Here ho had a lucrative engagement for two 
years and proposed to pay his creditors in 
full. During the interval of his leaving Ox 
ford and writing from Canada, Burchell 
lived luxuriously in a London suburb 
and contrived to marry the daughter 
of Stevenson, where he acquired | the 
details of the emigration business, which 
he subsequently used for the purpose of 
fraud. A few weeks after Burchell married 
and went to Canada tho solicitors in Londén 
were advertising in the newspapers for hig 
whereabouts, plainly insinuating that he waa 


wanted on criminal charges, This brouglit 


Stevenson to the office. of the solicitors, de- 
manding to know why they were advertising 
for his son-in-law in such a scandalous 
manner. 

When Stevenson learned for the first time 
from tho solicitors of Burcholl’s true char- 
acter he wept like a child, He said that 
Burchell had* represented himself as a rich 
man with an extensive property in Canada, 
and the only question with him (Burchell) in 
making settlements on his wife was whether 
he would give her $100,000 or £200,000, Soon 
afterwards Burchell returned to England and 
lived at his fathor-in-law’s house for some 
weeks, Everything was apparently explained 
satisfactorily. It was about this time .that 
he actually started on the careor of ffaud 
which led directly to his present predica- 
ment, . 

He flooded the English papers with adver- 
tisements saying that an Duglish gentle- 
man, svealthy, wished another Englishman 
to buy a share of & prosperous s\SGcfarm in 
Canada and to assist him inthe practical 
working of it. This advertisement was seen 
by a land and emigration agent at Chelten- 
ham named Mellersh. Mellersh is an old 
friend of Benwell’s father, and had been re 
quested by him to watch for a good chance 
to establish his eldest son in business in 
America. Mellersh answered the advertise- 
ment, He met Burchell and introduced him 
to Col. Benwell, with, the results already 
cabled. Col. Benwell will entertain no suspi- 
cion whatever against Mellersh, '‘‘At my first 
ineeting with Burchell,” said Col, Benwell to 
the reporter, “he told me he had known Mel- 
lersh along time. A few hours afterwards 
Mellersh told me hehad only known Burchell 
a fewhours,through answering the advertise- 
ment. This first aroused my suspicions. A 
few days after concluding with Burchell I 
saw a similar advertisement to the one Mel- 
Jersh answered ina London paper, I called 
Burchell’s attention to it and said that if he 
intended to have any other partner except 
my sonI should withdraw. Burchell was 
much confused and said that he had nothing 
to do with it, and explained that such ad- 
vertisements were freqnently copied by land 
agents with a view to fraud. 

Another victim of Burchell’s alluring ad- 
vertisement was Pelley, who also wrote to 
Burchell for details, The reporter saw to-day 
a letter Burchell wrote to Pelley’s father in 
reply. 1t is written in a bold hand upon 
fine, tinted paper, with initials and an 
elaborately stamped black and gold mono- 
gram, Hesays; ‘I havea farm home of 120 
acres, with English house and buildings 
upon it, at Niagara, and also two 
branch farms in the country. I make a 
kpecialty of horses, Boing a very good 
udge of horseflesh, I found this, com- 
ined with goneral farming, so as to produce 
my own food for horses, to be by far the 
most paying business to take up. I have 
some very good contracts with railways and 
have supplied them with horses, I have an 
agent in New York for the sale of any horses 
Tmiay send there. In this line considerable 
profits are nade, 1 am desirous of getting a 
rentleman to take the place of my brother in 
Prislenea as it is too large for one to superin- 
tend singly, I gentleman, 

I have an wifo, and 
don't associate with farmers of 
ordinary class in the district,” 
another of the letters Burchell ‘stated 
that he had an account with the Imperial 
Bank of Canada, He added to this allegation 
the following curious direction; “As to 
money, make out your check to my order, 
As my bank is the Imperial Bank all checks 
have to be passed through the bank, which 
causes delay,” Key, Mr, Pelley observed to 
the reporter that thig was simply a device to 
be able to obtain money at once without 
ausing suspicion. 

Numerous people in England answered 
Burchell’s advertisement. To all of these ho 
made substantially the samo replies. In 
byery caso ho gave Stephenson's address. 
The fact that his fathor-in-law was 4 nian of 
food position and wealthy surroundings did 
inuch to impress Burchell’s victims when 
they visited him thore 

These emigration agencies illustrate the 
queer ways of making money in large cities.

Ifthis is a lie, Judge Barthwait will be in 
court to-day. If it is true, he willnot. An 
accomplished criminal might foco it still. 
Judge Barthwait is not an accomplished 
criminal. It is hard to tell what he 1s, 

All display in writing has been avoided, 
There has been no effort made at cheap sen- 
aationalism. No one knows better than the 
writer the full meaning of all that has been 
xaid hore, or how terrible ars the accusations 
mado, In conclusion, a set of instructions 
to tio jury in the Craig caso are given. 
Thoy wore made by Judge Barthwait a year 
anda half ago. Jerry Craig, it will be ro 
mombored, was a lad of 15, who was an in- 
corrigible torturer. Te tool pleasure in 
mutilating animals ; he cut at his compan- 
jon with knives,and he killed a pl 1ymate of # 
tonder yeara, literally cutting her in plecea 
after death. It was found thon that two 
mysterious murders bad been committed 
him previously, Both of the victims were} 
young girls, ‘Lhe cause of thelr murders or 
the person who perpetrated them, had never 
been guessed at. In his instructions to the 
jury, Judge Barthwait said : 

* © # * © * A groat difference 
lies between intended and involuntary crime, 
Crime, to a much greater extent than is com- 
monly thought, is a disease. hore are per- 
sons born with a tendency toward crime. 
When such a one is found, he should not be 
subject tothe same punishment as aman 
who wiltully murders a fellow creature. He 
should be placed where a restraint can be 
exorcised, and where his discase may be 
treated by those who have made a study of 
discases of the brain. _ At the same time, in 
a difficult case of this sort, the jury must 
conscientiously guard against setting a 
crimé down as due to insanity, when it is 
only duc to a fatal indulgence of tho loye of 
killing, which lies dormant in most men. 
This is proved by the fact that men enter 
war with enthusiasm, and that the most 
highly cultivated and Christian men will 
enjoy a fight, and are willing to themselves 
participate in it, even when it is not for 

rinciple. Among the most honorable men, 
Eiling is at times a sort of fashion. There 
is a spot in the United States known as the 
old dueling ground, and here some of the 
best blood of the nation has been spilt. In 
men or boys of a more common strain this 
mania for killing takes a different form. 
Instend of the duel it is the assault, the 
butchery. Both the duclist and the wantos 


have 


murderer are culpable. The duelist ranks 
higher in the law of honor only because he 
gives his opponent an opportunity for de- 
fending himself. Nothing is more necessary 
than that the State should protect itself 
aguinst such dangerous persons. Men are 
highly imitative creatures, and we seldom 
hear of the commission of a peculiar crime 
without meeting its counterpart within a 
short time. ‘This mimicry in viciousness is 
one of the things that the ie has to put o 
continual check upon. For this reason it is 
necessary to treat with severity any who 
acom to have committed what I may term 
experimental crimes, By this, I mean 
crimes without any apparent motive. In 
reality all crimes have a motive; and more 
frequently than the optimist would be will- 
ing to believe the motives are pure gratifi- 
cation. Itis a well-established fact that 
when man hag once been given a taste 
of blood, he is pleasurably excited by 
it. Something of a carnivorous instinct 
lives in him. The days when men 
renteach other in the struggle for exist- 
enco have left theirmark. Every few years 
some child is born, who scems to possess 
this instinct in agreatdegree. The present 
conditions of society make this power, 
which, under other conditions, might be 
bravery, or self-assertion, a frightful vice, 
and ao superfluous force. Crime is mis- 
directed energy. The fierce energy born in 
such aperson therefore becomes crime—in 
one of its worst forms. We call sucha 
pero abnormal. Considering the age he 
ives in, he is. What would be normal in 
one age is abnormal in another, In this 
hee a manor child who kills is abnormal, 
because it is no longer necessary to kill, 
We are therefore forced to term such a per- 
ton an incorrigible criminal Such must be 
restrainod; “if poasible, such must be cured. 
Where such a person can best bo treated, is 
for the gentlemon of this jury to decide. 
But it is certain that such a person must be 
restrained, for he is no longer master of 
himself, and the mania that holds him will 
relax reluctantly, 

Judge Barthwait has beon noted all 
over this country for the extraordinary dis- 
sortations which he addresses to juries. 
Their profundity have won for him a great 
reputation, Hoe has made a deeper study of 
the causes that load to crime than any othor 
man upon the criminal bench, 

The question is, has he been making 
studies from life? Has he taken to the 
commission of experimental crime? Has the 
love of killing, latent in all men, been 
awakened in him? 

Whatever the motive, Judgo Barthwait 
standsaccused this morning before the people 
of Cook County of the commission of foul 
murder. The Chronicle makes this accusa- 
tion, and will prove it. The Chronicle main- 
tains the innocence of Harry Leiter of 
murder, and will prove it,”

Spoaker Wants to Bugage im Mise 
lomary Werk 
The Sunday schoolroom of the Baptist 

church was crowded last night to listen to 

a lecture by Miss Frith, o returned miss 

ionary from India,At presont the seaous 

workor ia the quostof Roy, R, Wallace, of 
tho Marchmont home, Sho is on hor why 
to Toronto whore sho will offer horaolf for 
the missionary field in China, She is 
anxious to go to Thibet, which 
has nover yet thrown down her 
walls of hoathoniem to admit the gospel. 
The talented young lady oxpreased hor 
pleasure at being able to be present to 
address so intelligentan audience, Soe 
made an oloqueat and pathetic appeal to 
her hoerers for support to carry the 
precious gospel to the millions of uncon- 
vertod souls, There was a billion people 
existing on the face of the earth who had 
never yet hoar a word of the bible or felt 
the influence of cbristanity. 
In Qaebec alone there was work for Oana- 
dians, Sho had often thought of che 
people of the eastora province, some of 
whom know so litt's of the power and love 
of God. She hoped that ail the churches 
in Canada would some day rise up in thoir 
powerand pour their christian influence 
into this bonighted province, Let them 
send their sons and daughters toto this 
wilderness and Canada would reap untold 
advantage and would bo vaatly vlevatod, 
Centering bor remarks on India the 
speaker said that sho had labored ina com: 
munity some three hundred miles south of 

Calcutta, where, within a radius of twelve 

miles there were no less than 112 towns 

and villages. This only embraced o half 
circle as the principaltownsfromwhich the 
circait iy mado is situated on the sea board, 

Some of theso towns embraced a popula- 

tion of from 10,000 to 18,000 and tn all 

that muss of humanity only ao fow 
mis:ionaries circolating the gospel. Stand- 
ing at the;head of one of tho principal 
streets one wasappalled at the seething 
mass of hamanity as they 
crowded through the bazaars 
reiterating their idolatrous prayors. Huge 
idolscomposed of artistically decorated 
elephants,ctc. are here aad there acatterec 
along the streets and on feasd days their 
Lumber {s vastly multiplied, Christians 
were never allowed to enter the temples 
of Mohammedans, Christians were looked 
upon with contempt and their religion rei 
diculed, They] admit that Jesus Cbriat 
was a great prophet but he could not com- 
pare with Mahomet, Together with Miss 

Wright the lectarcr one day watched a 

widow going todevotion, As she approach: 

ed the teuple shetellon her tace directly 
in front of a huge brass ido) which§the two 

m ssionaii.s could seenin the distance. Two 

ovher courts eurrounded thervom in which 

the idol was placedand was not unlike 

Solomons temple as described in the bible, 

The heathen won.an then walked around 

the temple threo timee, each time and at 

the same place falling on her fsce before 
the idol. She then ascended a few steps 
to the outer courtand repested the same 
performance and so onto the next court 
until she was inthe room where the idol 
was placed. Herea young priest met her 
and filled her hands with water with which 
he hadwashed the idols’s feet and after the 
woman had draok it she departed. When 
questioned by the missionaries outside if 
she was happy the unfortunate woman 
shook her head in the negative. She 
eaid somethiog was depressing her and she 
lnid her handson herheart, Miss Wright 
afterwards visited tho woman's house 
severai times and had succeeded in getting 
her to seek salvation when the woman was 
suddenly removed and the missionary 
saw her ne more. This was often che case 
when a native had been pointed out tho 
way to the cross by christians she was 
suddenly done away with. Besides tho 

big gods the natives had also their private i 

gods. They would have them ecgttered all , 

over their houses and grounds; some of 

them not an inch square 
and composed only of a piece of brass, The 
christian missionary’s life in India was by 
no means a bed of roses, Often they got 
discouraged and deprersed with fatigue 
and the apparently almost hopeless task of 
converting the Mahommedansa to the 
chriscian faith. Howevor there were times 
when she often felt overjoyed with the 
saccess that had attended her efforts to 
point out the right patb. Some of her 
clas3 had come ‘o her with tears in thoir 
eyesand confessed their faith in God and 
their determination to lead a better 
and bolier life. The one great evil of 

India was the “child | marriage system, 

Some of thechildren were married bofore 

they had left their raother’s arms. Often 

the bridegroom had died before his wife 
had ‘een him and then commenced for her 
alife of uctold misery and wretchedness. 
She could never marry again and she was 
subjected to cruelties aud hardships which 
would move the hearts of Christian people,

put him to his defence and make him pay 
costs, ‘T'hat would beavoided by compell- 
ing the party who holds the note to pra 
sent it according to his agreement at’ the 
place where it was agreed to be paid, be} 
fore taking action, I cannot seo how any 
man who sigos a note can be misled, and I 
hava known of anumber of cates where a 

great inconvenience had to_besuffered by 
the maker of the nute, who was entirely 
ignorant of the law.

NIAGARA Fatus, March 12.-—-Th h 
been probably the me citing day in the 
warts since the famous Benwell murder was 
firat made known, Tho excitement was only 
intensified by the delay in the proceeding 
through a misunderstanding or a mishap for 
which Sheriff Smith of Welland seems to bo 
wimarily responsible, It was just 8 o'clock 


onight when Magistrate Hill concluded bis 
investi and fully committed J. Regin- 
old Burchell to the county jail of Oxford, at 
Woodstock, to stand his trial for the murder 
of Frederick Cornwallis Benwell Had the 
delay not occurred the proceedings would 
have been over early in the afternoon. Mrs 
Burcholl, tho female prisoner, goes back to 
Baldwin's boarding-house on another eight 
days’ remand, durtir which time, the magis- 
trate remarked, her case may be finally dis- 
posed of Magistrate Hill, like nearly 
everyone in this district, docs not 
bolieve the woman guilty of any 
knowledge whatsoever of the terrible crime 
charged against hor husband, and so ‘he 
seemed to indicate by more ways than one 
before he ordered her remand. Ero thoso 
eight days have oxpired it is more than 
propane that the unfortunate woman will 
nave beon comforted by her father and aleter, 
not in a county jailor behind prison bars, but 
in the comfortablo home where she is new in 
nominal custody, As for Burchell, hoe will be 
sent to- Woodstock with all despatch by an 
early train to-morrow, | 
From early this morning until long after 
dark hundreds of men and women of all ages 
and degrees tramped the muddy streets of 
this sleopy town waiting the arrival of 
Burchell from the Welland jail. The rain 
foll incessantly during the day and the whole 
place looked gloomy and foreboding. Tho 
steps and approaches of the stone building 


which does duty as the court houso, 
town hall and lock-up of Clifton 
wos a cofnplete jam of excited per- 


sons,and they would probably have remained 
there all night but they would havo seen 
everything that was passing and hoard all 
that was to be heard. 

Burchell, it was expected, would meet ths 
accommodation which passes Merritton, 
the junction for passengers from Welland, 
at 10,80, but when the train reached that 
point there was no Burehell or bis jailers, 
This train would have landed them at the 
Falis at 11.10. Detective Murray and Pelley 
wore on the train on route from Toronto, and 
when the officer stepped off at the Falls with- 
out a prisoner great was the disappointment 
and lamentations of the hundreds of people 
who stood on the platform and around the 
court house, two blocks off. Then it was 
learned that Shoriff Smith thought Detective 
Murray would call at the Welland jail for 
his man, but John siinply remarked to those 
who wore on speaking terms with him that 
he had nothing whatever to do with the cus- 
tody of Burcholl; that was the sheriff's funeral 
aud that gentleman could send the prisoner 
on whenever he saw fit. Ia fact Mr. 
Murray did not seem to acquiesce in any of 
the proceedings whatever, remarking on 
several occasions: ‘Thess proceedings are 
foreign to anything T ever saw in my life. 
Mr. Hillseems to bo runninzeverything and 
he can take all the responsibility upon him- 
self.” And that is just what that functionary 
did from start to finish. 

The only moans, after the first delay or 
misunderstanding, of getting Burchell from 
his place of conlinement, 2£ miles distant, 
was via the Michivan Central and at exactly 
4.0 he arrived ut Curcon stati n over tat 
line in charge of Jailer Coulson and Con- 
stable Heenan of St. Thomas. As the officers 
and tho prisoner stepped from the cars there 
was a cry of There he is” 

It was justa step across the road to the 
court house. Burchell was securely hand- 
culfed as he walked briskly at the side of the 
olficers. He was about as sprightly a looking 
young man as you would meet anywhere, not 
even an athletic tournament excepted. The 
“‘darbys” were fastened over a dainty pair of 
tan-colored kid gloves; an English box (with 
the accent on the box) coat of dar* biue Vicana 
hung loosely on tho young man’s figure; his 
head was covered with a black Christy stiff; 
his shoes were pointed to a doegres; his black 
mustache was artistically turned up at the 
corners; the dark-skinned face newly shaver, 
the alleged murderer presenting on the whole 
quite a fresh and attractive picture, Tho 
balance of his dress consisted of a pair of 
dark checked tweed trousers, flannel shirt a 
la summer tourist and a neat scarf. This 
was Mr. Burchell externally os he wus 
ushered in by a private entrance to the court 
house and thence downstairs to the cells, 
Chief Young at once despatched an officer 
for Mrs, Burchell and the Mody was there in 
afew minutes. Her tall figure was clad ina 
bottlo-green rainy-day garment of very fash- 
ionable cut and with a warm-tinted lining. 
She was so thickly veiled that one could not 
form the slightest idea of how her features 
looked, But she appeared to be almost broken 
down and had to be helped out of the carriage 
and led into the court-house. I¢ was said by 
somo who saw her two weoks ago that she 
was but the shadow of her former self. In 
striking contrast was her general demeanor to 
that of Burchell 

Mayistrate Hill, with aview of accommo 
dating as many of the spectators 18 possible, 
decided to hold his court up stairs in the 
town hall room, which has a gallery anda 
stage init. The wellery was taken possession 
of by abont 50 ladies and their escorts; the 
plage was seized upon by the Magistrate, the 
Jawyors and the reporters (and there were 
pearly 20 of them) as their special vantage 
ground.

Mrs, Burchell was then removed to the 
Jaldwin home, which, by the way, was the old 
family residence of Mr, C. W, Bunting dur- 
ing his sojourn in the County of Welland as 
its member of Parliament, "Whon Mr. Bunt- 
ing moved to Toronto he sold the house to 
Mr. Baldwin, ita present owner, It is a white 
two-story brick house, in the middle of a 
large plot of ground. 

There was a buzz of excitement when 
Burchell was ushered up to the stage and 
took the seat just vacated by his crestfallon 
wife, They did not get a chance to speak as 
they passed by. Hoe faced the audience like 
anend-man inaminstrel show; never once did 
be look in another direction. He did not cast 
as much ns the slightest glance at any of tho 
witnesses; not oven News Agent Dually when 
he was telling his startling story. He 
smiled and nodded ya couple -of times 
at acquaintances in the audience. Then he 
would give a hurried glance at the reporter 
sitting next him as he jotted down bits of 
evidence, As for the witnosses, he seemod 
to havo the most thorough contempt or un- 
concern for what they were saying. The 
witness-chair was almost next where Bur- 
chell sat and those giving testimony had to 
turn sharply around to get a view of the side 
of his face. He never shifted so that they 
could look fullinto his features; in fact he 


paid absolutely no attention whatevor 
to them or their testimony, Once ho 
glanced nervously at the original of 


a telegram which was put in evidence, 
Occasionally he spoke to Mr. Ivey in answer 
toa question. Pelley was sitting on the op- 
posite side of the stage from where Burchell 
Was, aud the young man from the County of 
Essex who had been so grossly swindled 
gaved at his despoiler apparently more in 
pity than in anger. 

The evidencé of the four trainmen who 
were on Conductor Poole’s train on Monday, 
Feb. 17, did not strengthen the case of tho 
prosecution very much. Mr. Poole went 
over the same evidence that he didat Prince- 
ton last Friday. He told of the two young 
men who rode on his train from Hamilton to 
Eastwood and how he bad taken notice of 
one of them because of his decidedly 


English get up. That young man was 
fair; the other was dark. He did 


not pay any particular attention to the dark 
nan, but the fair one seemed to rivet his at- 
tention. Mr. Poole then described that mys- 
terious gun-shaped canvas-covered box which 
was put out of the baggage-car at Eastwood 
on the Monday in question. 

The Magistrate asked Mr. Poole to look at 
the prisoner and say if he were one of the 
young men whom he saw in his train. Then 
the witness answered: “He resembles the 
man inthe dark clothes, but I could not 
identify him as the same person. I did 
not look at him particularly in the 
train and would not say that this 
was the same person. I never remember 
seeing him on my train on any ot®er previous 
occasion, I saw this prisoner here in this 
courtroom a couple of days after his arrest,” 

Harry Wright, a brakeman, was on the 
train on Feb, 17 but did not remember seeing 
the prisoner aboard. He did not know who 
got off or on at Eastwood. 

John Halligan. another brakeman, was on 
See Ue Poole’s train. He aid ae ReCOete: 

er sooing Drisoner o} rat train that day. 
* But attor Teavin as Wood “on Feb, 10" 
he continued, “I founda pair of gloves in 
the front seatof the smoker, I don't know 
who they belonged to, I gave them to 
Station Agent Morice and have never seen 
them since.” 

James Welsh, the baggageman of the train, 
never saw the prisoner before. He, however, 
remembered putting off the gun-shaped box 
at Enstwood; it was larger than an ordina: 

un box, The box was Rendad inas we left 
familton by a baggage porter, who said 
it was for Eastwood. “I saw two gentlemen 
get off at that station, but don't know 
who they were, Our train leaves tho Falls 
at 7.05, There is no connection with it from 
Buffalo, ‘The Erie flyer leaves at 7.35, with 
a Buffalo connection, and overtakes us at 
Hamilton. So does another fast train. Our 
train stops at Eastwood, but the fast trains 
mentioned do not,” 

There was a breathless silence when James 
Dutfy, a sharp-looking young news agent, 
took the chair. This candy butcher, or 
whatever you like, gave his evidence in quite 
a positive manner, He went on Conductor 
Poole’s train as far as Hamilton, then he 
shifted to the “Erie flyer” and rode to Lon- 
don. He saw nothing of Bureholl up to that 
time. He came back on No, 10 mail train, 
which leaves London at 2.20p.m. Then he 
proceeded: “Just after we left Princeton 
(6 miles east of Eastwood) 1 saw the prisoner in 
the front seat of the smoker, He wasalone. | 

nut some books beside him on the seat, I came 
yack to the car again and he bought one, for 
which he paid 30 cents, It was a book of fiction, 
‘A Tramp Abroad,’ I think, by Mark Twain, It 
had a fignt cover. He bought some 
cigars and oranges, I sat beside him in the 
seat and smoked one of the cigars. Wo 
talked and smoked together. I said business 
was not very good, After we passed Hamilton! 
eat with hint nearly all the way to the Falla He 
said lls name was Smith and that be was going 
to Buffalo to meet his brother, He offered me a 
drink of liquor out of a small glass flask, but I 
refused. He said be did not drink much. He 
wore a dark coat, dark papts, a round fur cap 
(think it was imitation); his pants were rolled up 
apd his boots (laced shoes) were muddy.”

Duffy turned towards Burchell and surveyed 
him from top to bottom for nearly two minutes, 
Burchell never glanced at him but maintained 
the same indifferent alr. Then the news agent 
said: “That isthe man laaw on the train; I an 
sure of that.’’ 

The Magistrate: ‘Well, proceed,” 

The Witneas: “When we got to the Falls I lost 
eight of him and Idid not see him again, Brake 
man George Hay was in the smoking-car with me 
that night, The next morning he remarked to me 
about his (prisoner's) being on the train.”

THE RAILS SPREAD. 


Fatal Accident on the C.P.R, Near Pem- 
broke—Two of the Victims Will Die. 


PEMBROKE, March 12.—The morning train 
from North Bay and Mattawa, which passed 
here at 9 a.m., an hour late, jumped the 
track near Graham's bridge, 10 miles east of 
here. All the coaches, including’ second- 
class, first-class, Pullman and dining car, 
went over, and now lie with wheels in the 
air, Two persons were fatally hurt; Mra M. 
Munroe, mother of John W. Munroe, con- 
tractor, and the cook of the dining car. Mr. 
Mackey, lumberman, was cut about the 
head, and all the passengers were badly 
shaken up, with ribs and bones bruised and 
broken. The engi’:s hold the rails, but every- 
thing else is wrecked. There were about 
passengers on the train, 10 of whom got on 
at this station. The accident was caused by 
ws) rails, If it had occurred a mile 
west, at Muskrat bridgo, the loss of life would 
have been terrible, 

The entire train except engine and tender 
rolled down a 25-foot enbankmenat, Mul- 
ligan, a Central Prison convict, in charge of 
Bailiff English, was chained to a seat and 
when the car went over hung in mid-air, He 
got out and helped his keeper. Mr, Graham, 
who saw the accident, says the train went 
over like a huge wave and snapped telograph 
poles like pipe stems, Doctors soon arrived 
from Cobden and Pembroke, The accident 
occurred half a mile from the railway 
bridge and 200 yards from Graham's station.

FLOODS IN THESOUTHWEST.

A General Inundation in Arkansas—The 
Rallways Suffering. 


Sr, Louis, March 12.—The White and 
Black Rivers in Arkansas are out of their 
banks and overflowing the country on each 
side for miles. Heavy rains continue and a 
general inundation is looked for.. All the 
railways in the vicinity of Fort Smith are 
suffering from serious washouts or lost 
bridges and trains are abandoned. At 
Arkansas City water from the Sappington 
Hook crevasse has inundated the rear part of 
the town and lands in the back country are 
being flooded, All the available boats of the 
Government floet have been pee into levee 
service and are rendering aid, The river 
front from Arkansas City down is being 
carefully watched and all low places aro 
being filled up with sacks of sand, earth, ete, 


An Ilinols Waterspont. 

Carro, IIL, March 12.—A waterspout at 
Ullin, IL, submerged tho tracks of the 
Illinois Central Railway to a depth of five 
foot, No trains have come iu on that road 
since yesterday afternoon, The Ohio river 
continues to rise here, 


FOUND IN CHICAGO RIVER.

AN HOUR WITH COMMITTEES. 


Immigration Facts and Figures—The 
Crofters’ Condition, 

Orrawa, March 12.—At a meeting of the 
Committee on Agriculture and Colonization 
this morning, Mr. Lowe, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, appoared and gave some in- 
teresting facts regarding immigration. The 
number of emigrants who came in by the St. 
Lawrence in 1559 was 27,571, against 37,700 
the previous year, n decrease of over 10,000, 
Those reported as settlers coming by the St. 
Lawrence in 1889 was 18,733 and to Montreal 
direct $717. The number reported golng into 
Manitoba and the Northwest was 2,800 
during the year. Of these 16,000 went via 
Port Arthur and 4491 by American railways, 
The remainder came in elsewhere. During 
the year $170,000 was spent in immigration 
for all A ee He reforred to the great 
efforts made hy the asyoutino Republic to 
promote immigration, and said that the sum 
of $7,000,000 had been spent last year for that 
purpose, 

The number of immigrants who came in 
from the United States during the year was 
$5,017, Of those he said 25,521 were Canadians 
who were returning to Canada. He could 
give no statistics to show the outflow of 
people from Canada to the States, but 
thought that it would not exceed 30,000 
annually. 

Mr. Lowe stated in regard to the latitudes 
on which grain would grow in the Northwest 
that he had a samplo of barley sent him by 
Governor Schultz, who received it from 
Bishop Bonpas, who said it was grown at 
Fort Simpson, 20° of latitude north of tho 
frontier, ou the Mackenzie River at Point 
Clear of the north shore. 

An interesting debate took place on the 
condition of the Scotch crofters, especially at 
Pelican Lake, Mr, Lowe was of opinion that 
there was no particular hardship existing 
among the crofters, Mr, Colmer of the High 
Commissioner's office ‘made a house-to-house 
inspection of these crofters and made a 
general report to the department that they 
were getting along wall There was no 
written report of Mr, Colmer going there for 
the purpose of obtaining information for the 
High Commissioner to lay before the Im- 
perial Government, under whose auspices 
these crofters came to this country. 

It was pointed out by Drs, Wilson and 
Watson the great injury that theso stories 
would do circulated in Scotland and othor 
parts of the Old Country. The Gaelic Socioty 
of Toronto was collectiig funds to nid these 
crofters and great alarm was me iifested 
in the Highlands of Scotland over the con- 
dition of these crofters, 

Mr. Lowe sald that no special enquiry was 
made by the departmont, but now that the 
matter was taken up by the committes tha 
department would do so, Gen, Laurie sug- 
gested the idea of assisting desirable emi- 
grants fro}: England if the m ney was ad- 
vanced to them on the other side, and the 
Dominion Government would provide ma- 
ebinery to afterwards collect the amount ad 
vances

At the head of Canalestrect the water was 
running over the levee but very little, but 
from Custom House-street to Conti the water 
Toame over the levees freely and completely 
pubmerged the streets and in many 
places the sidewalks and lower floors 
of business houses from the north 
side of Canal to Hospital-street, a 
distance of 14 blocks. From Raniypart- 
street the water flows off in street drains to 
the drainage canals in the rear of the city, 
Bolow Elysian Fieldsstreet the water is also 
passing over the levee in many places, On 
the north side of Canal-street the sidewall in 
front of the Toure buildings was overtlowed 
Hill's jowelry store was invaded by water 
and other business places suffered in like 
Danner, 

The damage done so far is not great. The 
greatest damage was sustained by morebants 
who had sugar stored in the bonded ware- 
house on Old Levee-street, Atti p.m. the 
gauge reading at the head of Canalbstroet 
was 16% feet, showing the river has re- 
mained ubout stationary since 3 pm. The 
Southern and Crescent oil mills were boing 
washed undor by the water and the floors 
were torn away and embankments built 
underneath,

HAMILTON KNOCKED OUT. 


The Grand Trank Wins Its Spur in tho 
Kailway Committee, 

OrrawWa, March 13—After an animated 
discussion the Railway Committee to-day 
adopted a bill to authorize the building of 
the Grand Trunk spur line, Hamilton was 
represented by a deputation pprpaings tbe bill 

Solicitor Bell, Grand Trunk, explained the 
bill, which he said was merely for the pur- 

of shortening their line for through 
traflic with tho frontier, He had the author- 
ity of the engineer for saying that it would 
save seven miles in distance and would save 
also two very heavy grades, Hamilton city 
had made objection on the ground that an 
agreement with the Hamilton & Northwest- 
ern Railway, before that became part of tho 
Grand Trunk, prohibited it from forming any 
connection with any other railway east of 
the city. He held that this did not prohibit 
making connection with their own line, and 
this was all they were doing, the two roads 
now haying become one. There was a suit 
before the courts to recover for the city the 
sum of $100,000 paid as a bonus to the Hamil- 
ton & Northwestern on the conditions stipu- 
lated above, and that this suit might not be 
prejudiced he wished to insert in this billa 
clause providing that nothing here enacted 
should affect the legal rights of the city of 
Hamilton. 

City Solicitor F. Mackelcan was next 
heard. He said that although the bill was 
apparently very simple there was a very im- 
portant principle involved, this eing 
whether anyoné else has any rights when a 
railway Company comes to Parliament to ask 
powers for its own benefit. Hamilton's posi 
tion was this: that the Hamilton & 
Northwestern Railway had come into 
existence through the action of the 
city, which had granted at differ- 
ent times $750,000 to this and amalgamat- 
ed lines. When the line was built it was 
realized that it might possibly be used to take 
traffic away from the city, instead of bring- 
ing traffic to Hamilton, and therefore the 
condition was imposed and agreed to by the 
company that ey should not make any 
connection east of the city. The union with 
the Grand Trunk was agreed to subsequently 
on this specific condition,and he protested 
that Parliament should not authorize the 
Grand Trunk to violate that agreement and 
use the money of Hamilton for the injury of 
the city. 

The Sraarnhie to the bill wasthen put and 
adopted, and the bill passed the committee, a 
clause being inserted providing that no legal 
rights now held by Hamilton should be pre- 
judiced by this bill.

Detective Murray also saw ‘Miss Ellen 
Fallon and Thomas Dunn, the G.T.R. agent 
at Eastwood. ‘The lattor denied that a gun 
case had been left at that station on Feb, 17. 
“My books show that no baycugé was pat off 
of any kind between Feb. 15 and 17,” he said.

structions to send samples to a number of 
English dealors, with the request that they 
would report pon its suitability for. the 
English market. Fifteon or twe nty reports 
were received from these parties. the general 
effect of which was that tho samples submit- 
tod lacked in plumpnes, being some two or 
three pounds per bushel below the standard 
of weight required by the English market, 
From enquiries among those who 
have grown two-rowed barley for a 
number of years I ascertained that 
they had been rarely able to obtain a 
sample coming up to the requirements of the 
English market in point of weight. The 
enquiries made raised some doubt as to 
whether we could produce a ¢ uality of barley 
heavy enough to command remunerative 
prices in Magjand and the matter was do- 
erred for further investigation. Similar 
enquiries made by the Government have 
apparently satisfied them that barley of the 
requisite quality can be produced in this 
country, and inasmuch as the Dominion 
Government is making an importation of 
two-rowed barley for seod, it was thought 
that furthor steps in this direction need not 
be undertaken by the Provificial Government 
at the present time. 

The member for Muskoka then moved: ( 

“That it is expedient that the Government 
should take into consideration the propriety 
of further increasing the grants to the r 
schools and also a change in the mode of dis 
tributing the legislative school grant so far 
as it may affoct thinly and sparsely settled 
districts.” The public schiooks fit the more 
remote part of the province should receive a 
Greater amount of aid in proportion to their 

pulation than in cities ar q thickly popu- 
ated districts, argued Mr. Marter in Bh se 
this resolution. The member for Noi 
Hastings, and in fact all the members who 
spoke, supported the resolution. 

The Minister of Education said that he be- 
Heved the schools_in these poorer districts 
already received a reasonably fair amount of 
assistance. For instance, comparing them 
with the more thickly populated districts, the 
former received on an average $55 per school 
while tho latter received only $35. His ex- 
planation was elaborate and figures and do- 
tails were forthcoming. Mr. Marter, how- 
ever, was not satisfied and thought an in- 
crease of $10,000 at least should be promised. 

The increase named, Mr. Meredith con- 
sidered, would be a mere bagatelle to the 
province and Mr. Garson deplored the ab- 
sence of that eloquence and logic of which 
there had been a plethora in support of the 
$160,000 grant to the university. 

Mr. Mowat was convinced. “The sympathy 
expressed for these schools was much stronger 
than he had supposed and the Government 
would certainly favorably consider the in- 
crease asked for. ;

SOCIAL ETIQUETTE. 


Calls on Varlous Occasions—The Usages o 
Polite Society. 

Beside ordinary visits which serve to begin 
and sustain an acquaintanceship, there are 
many other occasions when a call is no less 
iniportant, and in regard to these Good 
Housekeeping sums up prevailing social us- 
ages as follows; 

When a friend has a visitor in her housea 
call is necessary, particularly in smaller 
places. Of course no previous acquaintance 
with the recipient of the favor is required; 
that she is ofr friend's friend entitles her to 
the civility. 

If a person whom we have previously met 
visits at the house of one whom we do not 
know, our call must include the latter, and 
in the event of missing either or both, cards 
must be left, This call, of course, requires 
one in return from the visitor, but not neces 
sarily from her friend, though she may, if 
she like, accompany her friend. 

Acall after an entertainment should be 
made within the week and always in person. 

The leaying of acard would, in this case, 
be inexcusable, unless because of an imme- 
diate departure from the town, when it would 
be the only course. 

After the announcement of an engagement 
a call isin order, though the recipient may 
be otherwise in our debt, This visit is, of 
course, to allow us to express our congratula- 
tions. A person about to leave town for a 
prolonged or final absence should make what 
are known as *P. P, C.” calls, these letters 
signifying the French phrase, “pour prendre 
conge’”—to take leave, 

Calls of condolence require tact and doli- 
cacy, rather than hard and fast rules If the 
acquaintance between ourselves and the be- 
reaved person fs slight, a cara should ke left 
after the funeral. When there is some de- 
gree of intimacy, a personal call may be 
made before the funoral, and if our friend is 
unablo to see us, our card should be left bear 
ing some slight message of sympathy.

Detective Murray had the party visit each 
prisoner in the jail in order to allow the wit 
nesses to pick out tho man witholjt any as 
sistance. When they came to the corridor 
leading into Burchell’s cell Mr. Jones, who {1

Surchell was then at the other end of the 
corridor. Mr. Jones had merely seen Burch: 
oll at Eastwood station while hé was wait 
ing for the train, but he identified him the 
moment he saw him. 

When Burchell saw Miss Smith he bowed 
olitely in response to a ‘How do you dof” 
ut sald nothing. Miss Smith identified him 

at once as ‘Lord Somorset” of fotmer days 
and also as the man who had spoken to her at 
Eastwood on the afternoon of Feb. 17. At 
the inquest Miss Smith swore that the man 
she identitied as Somerset spoke to her, asking 
ber how the “governor” and the rest of the 
family were. She asked him then if he were 
Somerset or Dudley, and he laughingly re 
plied: ‘Don’t you know moef" + 

Miss Swayzie also identified the prisoner 
as the man she had seen‘ at East 
wood station on the day in ques 
tion and Miss Cromwell was satis 
fied that he was the sdme map 
she had seen on the same date dnd at the 
same ers In short, the identifitation was 
complete in every respect. 

Mr, Alexander Logan of Princeton stated 
this afternoon that he left Princeton about 10 
o'clock on the morning of Feb, 17 for Wood- 
stock, concluded his “business here and 
left for home about lig in the after 
noon. He says he met Burchell alone 
on *the second concession about a 
mile west of the swamp where Ben- 
Well’s body was found.

WIRED TO HIMSELF, 


Explanation of the Mysterious Telegram 
to Barchell Signed ‘‘Stafferd.” 


BuFrraLo, March 15,—A mysterious tele 

am produced at the examination of J. R. 
Burchell at gara Falls, Ont., last Wednes- 
day evening, just before he was committed 
to Woodstock jail to stand his trial on tha 
charges of killing F. C. Benwell, has been 

izzling those who have followed the case 
closely. The mystery is explained to-day. 
The telegram read us follows: 

Burrao, Feb. 27, 1890. 

To Burchell, Imperial Hotel, Niagara Falls,

Oeleran and letter were sent on to you yester 
day to ship heayy baggage to Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York. Srarronp. 

As the Burchell-Benwell-Pelly party stopped 
at the Stafford Hovsein Buffalo and the 
despatch is signed “Stafford,” the natural 
inference is that it was sent by the pro 
pristor or clerk of the Stafford House. But 
inquiry at the hotel revealsthabit was not 
sent by anyone connected with the Stafford. 
Then who sent it? 

Following up the investigation of this in- 
teresting matter, it is learned a telegram for 
Burchell was received at the Stafford House 
some days after the English party left here 
for the Falls The StaiYord popple did not 
know where Burchell had gone and the tele 
gram lay here for adayor two, On Mon- 
day, Feb. 24, 0 despatch was received from 
Burchwell, dated Niagara Falls, Ont., asking 
if a telegram had been received for him. 
He was answered by wire in the affirm- 
ative. Next day came a message from him 
to send the telegram on to Niagara Falls. 
This was done, It was sent by the Western 
Union. 

The telegram was not opened by the Staf- 
ford people, so how could they know that it 
contained instructions to send heavy baggage 
| to New York! As a matter of fact they 
| knew nothing of the telegram’s contents. 
' Tho message signed ** Stafford” speaks of a 
letter and telegiam. No letter was received 
at the Stafford for Burchell. 

Now for the explanation, 

Burchell walked into the Stafford House 
on Thursday, Feb, 27, the date of the “ Staf- 
ford” telegram, and enquired if a telegram 
had been received for him,

As a result of the September visit he 
eays : Sinco the alterations and improve- 
ments were made in this gaol, I found that 
the classification of prisoners was very cor: 
rectly made and the sentenced prisoners 
were confined in ward Nol, In No2 
were those awaiting trial for more aygra- 
vated offences. In No 4 the male lunatics 
were kept.. And in No 5 the female 
lunatics wera being cared for. In No6 
the boys were properly separated and could 
notcome incontact with any of the other 
prisoners in charge, 

I found the premises in excellert order 
neatand cloan in ali appointments and the 
books preperly entered ap, 

Since the date of my last visit, an office 
has been proyided for the gaoler. in every. 
respect wollsituated, It is overlooking 
the working yard and consequently under 
the thorough surveillance of the gaoler. 

Water isto be suppliedfrom the city 
ayetem as scon as sewers ond trenches can 
beduy by prison labor, This wiil put the 
gaolin very good condition throughout, 
aod all the appointments are amplo fer the 
accommodation of the prisoners iocarcer- 
ated. And one other matter ouly remains 
«hich will be a decided improvement, 
when the council can see thelr way to its 
accomplishment; vamely, the concreting 
the basement floor in the old part of tho 
gaol, aad sfter the wator bas been introt 
duced in event of the concroting being 
done, this gaol will be second to none in 
itsappointments,and the county avthorities 
are entitled to credit for the thorough and 
substantial manner in which the gaoler's 
house has been built, and all the internal 
alterations in the gaol proper have been 
done.

His crops. were endangered, when 
relief arrived in the porsons of cortain Ulster 
men, who, under tho protection of troops 
harvested tho crops.of Boycott, The defen- 
sive loaguo of the tenantry was much more 
powerful and offectivo than might be sup- 
posed from the singlo instance of the combi- 
nation referred to above, The ramifications 
of thoir compact wero yery numerous and 
extensive.)

and genial disposition, There 
is hardly in the ely 
to-day a man who cannot at some thine in 
his life recall a courtosyuc tho handa of 
the man who yestoriay surrendered to the 
groat call of nature and who now lies calmt 
ly io doathawaitingthe last sadritesof his 
friends who aro left behind to mourn the 
loss of ao true and conscentious a citizen, 
The words of a great orator are applicable 
in paying a last ead tribute to the mem 
ory of our respected departed: “lf overy 
man to whom he did a kindness wore to 
place upon his grave a flower his body 
would sleep benoath a bed of roses,’ His 
doods of charity are now recalled by scores 
of business mon who have been hylped on 
o success through the inflaence of their 
departed friend aud many wore the 
eloquent tributes paid to his eenerosity 
by citizoas on tho stract to-day, The 
family of the deceased is juined in their 
and boroavemenb by the substantial 
sympathy of the entire community, The 
true nature of this man will never be 
published, , 

Tho deceased was born noar Belfast, 
Ireland on Oot, Sth, 1834, and was conse. 
quently fifty-five years of oge at bis 
death. He came to Canada and settled 
in Stirliuy in 1854, where he agsumed a 
partnership with his late brother Willian 
H. Ke'so in the general mercantile basi- 
ness, Alter tho death of his brother in 
1857, tu» deceased continued to carry 
on tho business until 1863 when he re 
moved t) Bollevilio and went into tho 
wholesale wine and grocery business with 
David Pitcoathly, tho surviving partoor. 
The firm has ever siace been tn existence 
withour ioterruption, and the decossed 
leaves his widow and six children— Min. 
nie, Bessie, Thomas, Harry, Helen and 
Lillian—in ossy circumetavces. His wife 
was Louse Victoria, daughter of the late 
H. Pomeroy, a well-to-do farmer noar 
Colborns, Oharles Kelso, a nephew, is at 
present a residupt of Toronto, aad arrived 
inthe city Jast night to pay his last 
respects to the departed, 

The subject of this 

J. Parkes Thomas were the first 
to organize a board of trade in 
Belleville of which he was president for 
a number of years aud was finally succeed: 
ed by Thos. Ritchie For years it was 
through his instrumentality the board was 
kept in existance, until it fisally became a 
flourishing institution, Hy was oro of the 
chief promoters of the Grand Junction rail 
way which the citizsns of Bolleyille torday 
admit has been of immeasurable benefit to 
the city. He was elected to the city count 
cil in 1869 ag a representative of Kotche- 
sou ward, succeeding the late John Suth 
erland, He held this responsible office for 
a number of yeats and could have been 
elected mayor without opposittonif he had 
sought the bonor. At that time there were 
only four warda, P, D, Conger occupied 
the mayor's chair, His colleagues were 
James Kennedy, A. Waters, Joho J. B. 
Flint, W. A. Foster, 8. Tanuahill, Geo. 
E: Henderson, Q. O.. OC. v. Starling, 
Alex. Rovertson and J..G. Vandusen, 
many of whom have long since paesed 
over to the great majority. He was ini 
strumental in appointing A. Waters to the 
position of harbor master whioh that 
gentleman has ever since held with crodit 
not only to himself, but the city alike. 
Among the archives of Eureka Lodge of 
Masons, the name of Thomas Kelso is 
enrolled asa charter member of which 
he was ever since an enthusiastic member. 
He was also treasuror of King 
daldwinPreceptory for a number of years, 
It washe who first concelyed the idea of 
purchasing a hall for the Masonic brethren 
and this suggestion was eoon after carried 
to a practical issue by the purchase of the 
old Bridge St. church on Pinnacle St. 
which formeda meeting placofvr a number 
of years. He was elected trustee. When 
the Grand*Junction wereslooking fora site 
foradepot Mr. Kelso sold the hailfor a 
good figu-e, and the present hall opposics 
the upper bridge was then purchased: His 
association with the Masons hai ever been 
characterized by oarefal and far-seceing 
judgment, and as such was regarded as 4 
valued member. Hoe was ex: cominuodore 
ofthe Bayof Quinte yacht club in which 
aport he took an _ active intorest, 
He was siso an enthusiastic member 
of the bowling club and the curlors, He 
instituted the 17th March games when the 
[rishipen Were pitched against all comers. 
These matches have ever since been recog! 
nized annually snd ajngular to state the 
author himself was calledaway on the 17th 
of March. In everything pertaining to 
Irish sport, he lept his whole eoul and 
energy.

afternoon by Col. Amyot introducing the 
matter on a motion to go into supply, He 
pointed out that serious inconvenience way 
apt to arise, notably in criminal cases where 
the crown prosecutor, if a Queen's counsel, 
had the right to reply after the addressee 
to the jury. He read a long argument he 
had prepared to show that the Dominion had 
no right to appoint Q.Ca, oxeept fer the 
under Dominion jurisdiction and that 
the power of appointing thom had never 
been taken from tho Legislatures; and moved 
this resolution, seconded by Hon. Dayid 
Mills; 

“That it is the exclusive right of 
the local logisiatures and the oxecutive 
of each province to appoint Queen's counsel 
for all courts established, maintained and 
mavaged by such province and to settle the 
rules and rights of procedence in such courts.” 

Sir John Thompson held that tho point 
covered by this resolution had been decided 
in the case of Lenoir v, Ritchlo, and that so 
long as that decision Was not. re- 
versod it must be oonsidered the 
law of the land, Parliament should 
not be asked to pronounce upon a 
decision of the courts, and especially in this 
off-hand fashion, and he hoped Mb, Amyot 
would not press his motion, 

After Hon. David Mills had spoken in sup- 
port of the principle of the resolution it was 
withdrawn. 

In answer to Sir Richard Cartwright, Hon. 
G, E. Foster said the Budget would bo de- 
livered on tho first available day next week. 
Tuosday will be a holiday,and this will bring 
the Budget on Thursday unless Wednesday is 
taken as a Government day, which will prob- 
ably be done, 

The House then went into committee of 
supply and the geological survey appropria- 
tion coming up, Hon, Edgar Dewdney was 
questioned concerning the work to be carried 
on next season. The minister said tho staff 
would be thus distributed :

Dr. Platte M. P, for Prince Bdward re 
eontly mevediathe house ef commons 
That machinery dosignud for use in mia 
log operations should mot be subject to 
custome duty when imported into Canada 
for mining purposes, The resolution was 
opposed mataly on the ground, that the 
government had under coreideration jrca 
portent amendments to the tariff, yor 
«hero was bo hope held oubthat the yes 
ehinery for che purpune indicated in the 
rosolution would bo placed on tho fre Jist, 
In support of bis resolution Dr, Piatt 
said, 

**Had the hon. the Minister of Finance 
requested the withdrawal of the «motion, 
or chat we should grant an adjournment 
of the debate without further discussion, 
apon theground that he was giving his 
boast and moot favorably consideration to 
the question under discussion, we might 
have buen disposed to grant the requosc. 
But he proceded his request by romarka 
which led me to believe thatheis not at 
all propered to accepr tho principal of the 
resolution. He has told us plainly that he 
believes the resolution which I havo the 
honor to place before this House will not 
tneet with the approbation ot the House 
and the approbation of the country. If 
that be his opinion,, I cannobd reasonably 
expect that the principal will be embodied 
{nithe new Tariff Bill he proposes to bring 
down ; andifheis notyes convinced that 
the people of the country are willing, for 
the purpose of encouraging the mining in. 
dustry of Canada, to admit mining material 
free of duty fora litnited period, if you 
like, orfor any length of time that may 
be necessary, this House will bo failing in 
its daty if it does not do ita utmost co force 
its epinion upon the Government, The 
hon, gentlemaa tellsus of various diffi- 
culties that stand im the way. We have 
heard of those difficulties before, They 
are difcultios whict. willmeet ary Goy- 
ernment under the eircumetances when 
they ex) bureing and cherishing what is 
kuown ip this country as a pretective or 
National Policy, leis partand parcel of 
thst policy to throw difficulties in the way 
whenever such questionscome before us, 
The manufacturers, who have had ten 
years of protection, the hon. gentleman 
vella us, havejarrived ata certain degree 
of developement aud prosporicy ; and it 
was understood when the policy was adopt. 
od that after those industries became es- 
tablished, those other industries which 
were fur the time suffering in coneoquence 
of the protection affurded 
those manufactnrers, would in 
turn receive berefit, add those industries 
which had been able tu get op their legs in 
this country, would no longer receive the 
benefit of a protective tar.ff. Now miaing 
isan old industry, but as regards ita de- 
velopoment inthis country it is still ao 
infantindusiry. Manufseturingindustrios 
if they have arrived at any degree of pros- 
perity which the hon. yventlaman atetos 
they havo reached, are no longer infant 
imdustries,ana I hold that the mining 
industries of this country are such, that it 
isthe duty of the Government, that those 
older industries ao long nupported by the 
policy of protection should no longer etand 
in the way of advancement of the mining 
industry. lmaintainthat the resolution 
I have submitted is ope that willmeet with 
the approbation of the country, because 
our people are becoming alive to the im- 
pertance of the mining industry. We 
know that while in the past that mapy 
minea iu Ontario have remained undevlop- 
ed, new processes have been introduced 
which are likely to be brought into use in 
Ontgtio tor the refining of the magnetic 
iroo ores, the machinery for which will 
oot be manofactured here for many years. 
We are aware that these new machines are 
just being manufactured in the United 
Stetes and some other countries. Take,for 
instance, the appliances connected with 
the Edison process for separating magnotic 
iron ores, the new iuventions for reducing 
copper andseparating nickle which exists 20 
largely in theore ofthe mines west of Prince 
Arthurand we possess this class of mines 
which American capitalists are eeeking to 
dpve,op, and which American ingenuity 
and industry promieg to render profitable. 
We know that for many years past 
mines like Coehi'l and others of magnetic 
iron ore, have remained white elephants 
onthe hands of those who thought it was 
impossible to remove from the ores the 
sulphur they contain, “Mr, Edison has 
discoyered 4 methed by which he 1s con- 
fidentthis can be done, and he has already 
purchased and selected a site .in Trenton, 
and likewise aites in other places for the 
erection of works into which he is , willing 
to nut his own money, aud he bas already 
made offers to d)ferent corporations as to 
what he is willing todo, and whercas his 
name ie mentioned captial will flow into 
those enterprises. This is just the 
time fer action, and there should 
nef bea moment's delay in publishing 
what this country is willing todo on behalf 
of the mining industry, and the Govern- 
ment will not be justified in pursuing the 
course indicated by the Minister of Fivanco 
in yielding to these difficulties which he 
says are before his eyes at every turn, and 
in refusing that for which my motion asks, 
If the whole concession for which I ask 
cannot be granted, I hope the request 
embodied in the amendment will be granted 
I will be willing to accept that ratl er than 
lose all, I suppose th» motiou for the 
adjournment of the debate willbe carried. 
L think, howeyor, 9s the dieoussion has 
aronsed so much interest, and has been 
participated In by members on both sides 
of the House, l will scarcely be justified 
in taking the question ont of tho bands of 
the House, and willleave1t with tho 
H ouse to decide,

BURCHELL AND HIS WIFE 


ABRIEF AND FORMAL INTERVIEW IN 
WOODSTOCK JAIL. 


Nelther Uxhibita Any Emotion—Proceed 
Jngs Refore Judge Binkle—Mra.Uurchel) 
Kelonsed on HerOwn Kecognimuce—she 
Returns to Niagara 


Woopsrook, March 20,—Mra. Burchell 
arrived from Niagara at 10,82 this morning 
Bho was accompanied by Barrister Hellmuth 
of London. A small group of spectator 
were wailing at the station, but most of those 
who expocted a view of Mra, Burchell were 
disnppointed, She took a cab in company 
with Mr, Hellmuth and was driven to the 
office of County Attornay Ball. Here a uo 
lay of half an hour occurred as there was no 
magistrate awaiting them, Mra Burchell 
#pent the interval in a private conversation 
with her solicitor and Mr, Ball, 

When Judge Finkle arrived tho charge 
hgainst hor was read, namely, that of boluy 
hn accessory after the fact in the murder 
of F Cc. Benwell by her husband, 
ti R. Burchell, and, as Anticipated, sho was 
{berated on her own recognizance to appear 
before tho court when called upon, The 
brder for her liberation was signed by Jude 
Finklo with the conseut of Crown Attor- 
poy Ball and the recoguizances in $1000 were 
reeated by William Grey and H. P. Brown 

Pa. 


Mrs. Burchell was then driven to tho Jail. 
The meeting between husband and wife was 
Vory formal, There was sarcely a trace of 
bmotion on the part of either one. Burchell 
hold out his hand with a mere “How do you 
tof” Mra, Burchell took it and submitted to 
a kiss. Mrs. Burchell remained with ber 
husband for about oquarter of anhour, when 
the jas compelled to leave to catch the train. 
Dr. ‘O'Reilly, inspector of prisons, who {s 
here on official businoss, was present during 
the interview. 

She drove from the jail to the Grand 
Trunk Railway Station anid took the 12,22 
train for Ningara Falls. Sho said that she

HON. JOHN CARLING’S REPORT. 


fhe Business of the Department Exhibits 
” Stemdy Incronse, 

Orrawa, March 20.—The annual report 
for 158) of the Minister of Agriculture was 
[resented to Parliament to-~lay. The busi- 
liess of the department continues to show 
} steady increase, Tho total immigration 
loported is 176462, this being the largest 
lince 1585.. The actual sottlers were 
11,600, 

The live stock export trade continues 
fo develop, those via thee St. Lawrence 
foute being 85,058 cattle—the greatest 
lumber ever recorded—and 58,083 sheep, the 
Iheep export being the largest since 1489. 

Tho patent office fecs were $75,046, the 
largest on record, and the fees in the copy- 
ight and trade marks branch were $9111, 
(which amount has only once been exceeded. 

A particularly interesting report on the 
fystem of immigration adopted by the 
United States and tho operations at Castle 
lardon is furnished by Mr, J. L. Payne of 
{ho Department of Agriculture, the United 
[itates system as compared with the Canadian, 
hffording several facts of considerable mo- 
laent bearing on the superiority of the 
(ystom adopted In Canada, and in his con- 
(lusion he points to the probability that 
h cqnsiderable portion of what has been 
in the past immigration to the United States 
vill be deviated to the Dominion from the 
ee that tho great restriction placed by the 
Jnited States Government on immigration 
Will have a tendency to check the hitherto 
large influx into that country, 

A vory interesting report on the leprosy 
lazaretto at Tracadie, N.B., {s given by Dr. 
A. C. Smith, the visiting physician of that 
lastitution. He reports 20 porsons suffering 
lrom that disease now in the lazaretto, 5 
lew caves having been admitted since his last 
leport and 8 deaths as having occurred 
turing the year, Leprosy, he states, is dying 
tut in Tracadie, but as cases were reported 
ippearing in the neighboring districts Dr. 
mith made n special tour of inspection 
{vhich resulted in bis finding a focus of the 
isease between Caroquet and Shippegan, 
tud he traced from this centro 
laveral cases to other settloments. He 
Itrongly urges permanent measures of 
jogrogation as the only mieans of stamping 
tut this loathsome disease. It would appear 
Jrom the tenor of his report that there is 
tome reluctance$ on the part of per- 
jons in suspected houses to allow the 
lispecting pbysicinn to enter them for 
lhe purpose of examination, and he strongly 
hrges legislative action to assist segregation 
pf the disease, not only in the interests of 
those Hving in afflicted districts, but to 
frovens tho spread of leprosy, a subject now 

wreing itself on the attention of the world at 
largo,

Leo von Caprivi, the new Chancellor, wa 
born 59 yenrs ago, his father being a promi 
nent criminal jurist and judge of the Prussias 
Supreme Court and his mother the daughte 
of a college president. Hoe entered the arm) 
and after a period of subaltern service servet 
on the staff of varions army corps. He sav 
active service in 1865, but it was in the wa 
with France that he made his grea 
reputation as chief of the staff of thi 
Tenth Army Corps. From this time hi 
promotion was steady, and in 1882 he wa 
apporated to the command of the 90th divis 
ion at Metz. When General’ Stosch retire¢ 
from the Imperial Ministry of Marine i 
1883, General Caprivi was selected as his suc 


eral Batsch, who was next in rank to Gen 
eral Stosch, resigned in consequence of tht 
slight put upon bim, but consented to re 
main in office at the request of the old Em 
peror William. Gen. Caprivi remained & 
the head of the navy until June, 1888, wher 
he retired, in consequence of some disagree 
ment in relation to matters of organization 
The Emperor then conferred upon him th 5 
Grand Cross of the Red Eagle and placee 
him in command of the 10th army corps 
which is stationed at Hanover. This posi 
tion he held at the time of his present appoint 
ment.

TononTo, March 21,—Youterday after 
Hpon's semsion of the Assembly was occupier 
tor the most part in discuming the propose 
wrant to Toronto University. An unex 
pected element of opposition was develope 
to the third reading of the bill mak 
ing grant towards the restoration o 
the building. The main gist of the op 
Position and the whole burden of the speecha 
of those opposed to it was that the universit; 
{sn Toronto institution and as such appeaL 
for its restoration should be made to the 
municipality und to thos» who claimed the 
university ns their alma mater rather than 
% the province at large, 

The charge of centralization was mot by 
Mr, French (Con., South Grenville), who saic 
Uhat as representing a rural constituency he 
was fully prepared to take the responsibility 
of voting for the grant. He did not sympa 
thise with the cry of discentralization of law 
vourts, educational institutions, etc. In al 
states there must be one common centre ans 
for those who did not live in such cqntres & 
show any jealousy of them was in the highew 
degree absurd. 

‘ No new ideas were advanced In the cours 

of the debate, but the bulk of the argumen) 
was on the side of the advocates of the grant 
ls were also the largest number of speakers 

Mr. Davis (Lib,, North York) ably repelle 
‘the allegation that the university was for the 
benefit of the rich at the expense of the poor, 
and cited instances where tho sons of farmer 
had been able to graduate by reason of self’ 
Genial and hard work. 

The most graceful speech of the afternoor 
was made by Mr. Evanturel (Lib., t rescott} 
who referred to the sympathy felt by thow 
who professed the same nationality and re 
igion as himself for the loss sustained by On 
tario in the burning of Toronto University 
He referred to the sympathy felt in the Pro 
vince of Quebec, as shown by the grant mad 
by the Government. of that province, th 
sympathy of Laval University and the sym 
pathy of Archbishop Walsh.

In the brief discussion which followed the 
proposed legislation was spoken of in terms 
of approval. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that in this 
connection further legislation should be had 
fespocting directors and cashiers who abuse 
their trust. 

Mr, Blake said the House ought to consider 
whether it would not be better to discourage 
the establishment of ‘banks with as small 
capital as the present minimum. 

Sir Donald Smith alone expressed dissatis- 
faction with the measure, his speech being in 
the interests of the powerful banks. He 
thought it unfair that they should be called 
upon, as they were, to contribute strength to 
the weaker institutions in the shape of the 
circulation security fund, and he thought 
that the Government should take full 
security from the banks for every dollar 
of the circulation. If Canada could not 
adopt the American system we might at all 
events do something in that direction, and he 
thought each bank should deposit with the 
Goyernment af least one-third of the amount 
of its circulativn. 

Mr. Kenny called attention tothe unsatis- 
factory condition of the Atlantic mail service

A number of sporting men arrived here 
from oastern points some time ago and it was 
reported thay bad brought large amounts of 
honey to plate oa McAuliffe, When the 
match was first made Carroll was a favorite 
here, but after the announcement of so much 
McAuliffe money Carroll’s adinirers evinced 
adecided unwill ingness tocome forward, the 
general impression being they were holding 
out for large odds, The amount wagered was 
not as large as oxpected. Two to one on 
McAuliffe was what Carroll's friends wanted 
but the eastern supporters of McAuliffe made 
offers ranging from 100 to 80 up to 100 to 60, 
butthey found but few takers. Tho condi- 
tion of both mon was regarded as perfect. 

Carroll selected as secondd Martin Murphy 
and Florrie Barnett, McAuliffe chose Billy 
Madden and Jack Dempsey. Hiram Cook 


wos selected as roferee. Owing . to 
rumors that the contest was not 
to be genuino Presiden¢ Fulda last 


night informed Carroll and McAuliffe that 
if at any time there was evidence of fouling 
the fight would be stopped and the men 
thrown out of tho ring. 


As early as 6 o'clock this evening 
spectators began to assemblo at the 
gymnasium of the Californian Club 


aud two hours later thore was not a vacant 
seat in the largo building. 2000 persons being 
present, Tho betting became more brisk this 
evening, though the Carroll men still per- 
sisted in their demands for 8 to 1, and con- 
siderable money was placed at these odds 
Among the heaviest bets made was one of 
$2000 to $1000 on McAuliffe,

ing influence, is beyond the power of the 
Emperor, General yon Caprivi is reported 
to, be able, versatile and skilled in business. 
But he with whom Europe has now to deal 
is not Geveral von Capriyi, but the Emperor. 
Youth succeeds to age, the soldier to the 
statesman, the hereditary to the chosen ruler, 
For 25 years the will of Prince Bismarck 
has been the most powerful factor in Europe, 
Yes; but it was an instructed and rational 
will, a force wielded with an ever-present 
sense of responsibility.

The 
direct instructions that the Emperor gave 
to Berlepsch affecting the economic policy of 
the Empire cvoked a warm remonstrance 
from the Chancellor 

The Emperor in a written communication 
sent by him to Bismarck early last week ex- 
plained his views of monarchical prerogatives, 
his conviction that the Chancellor's claims 
were an encroachment on the rights of the 
sovereign, and finally his determination to 
exorcise a general and absolute control. 
About the same time direct overtures to 
Windthorst and other leading Cloricals from 
persons in the Emperor's entourage, aiming 
to take the guidance of negotiations out of 
Bismarck’s hands, produced the climax of 


the crisis) On Saturday the Emperor got, as | 


he probably desired and expected, an intima- 
tion of Bismarck’s resignation, and on Tues- 
day in a Closely-written document of 20 
folios the Emperor received the Chancellor's 
reasons for resigning. It was hoped that the 
Emperor would assent to an early publica- 
tion of this great historic apologia, but its 
non-appearance beside Thursday’s rescripts 
implies that the Emperor considers it a pri- 
vate state paper. 

Bismarck has not parted with the Emperor 
either in the sulks or in apparent anger, for 
after his decision to retire became definitive 
the Emperor consulted him” with regard to 
the choice of his successor and followed his 
recommendation of General Von Caprivi. 
The new Chancellor yesterday held a long in- 
terview with Bismarck and to-night dined 
with the Prince and Princess in their palace. 

Since the crisis was disclosed, and especial- 
ly since Bismarck’s resignation was an- 
nounced, Princess Bismarck has held daily re- 
ceptions, which have been crowded. All the 
officials of Berlin yesterday filed through the 
salons. The retiring Chancellor appeared for 
n short time in tho afternoon and seemed 
more alert, cheerful, chatty and bright than 
for years. 

The work of reforming the ministry will 
not be hurried. Count Herbert Bismarck, 
however, persists in his intention to with- 
draw fromthe Foreign Office at the earliest 
possiblo moment, and this obliges the Em- 
peror to make an immediate selection of his 
successor, Herr Maybach offered to resign, 
but the Emperor objected. Herren Miguel, 
Bennigsen und Hinzpeter are talked of as 
probable mivisters. Count Eulenburg, now 
civil governor of Hesse-Nassau, who is 
an advocate of reforms in the internal policy, 
is mentioned as the successorof Herr Herr- 
furth in the Ministry of the Interior. 

Freisinnigen visionaries dream of the possi- 
bility of their party being represented in the 
Government. Nothing is certain except that 
the ministers must be submissive instru- 
ments of the Emperor's internal and external 
policy. 

Advices from Vienna point to the retire- 
ment of Count Kalnocky, His personal re- 
lations with Prince Bismarck constituted tho 
chief reason for his being retained in office 
by the Austrian Emperor, Kalnocky’s pliancy 
suited the Chancellor, but was not approved 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, who will 
now seck a stronger man and one 
nble to give Austria a chance to assume an 
equal footing with German diplomacy. The 
Austrian Government appear to distrust 
Emperor William's leaning toward tho Czar, 

The Dukedom Declined,

The blade of this he plunged into Wade's 
neck. The weapon entered below and a short 
distance forward from tho left ear and ox- 
tended almost to the front of tho neck, sever- 
ing the jugular vein and inflicting a gash 
into which three fingers of the hand could be 
placed. 

“I cannot compare it to anything but the 
wound made by a butcher in sticking a pig or 
sheep,” said a man who saw the remains, 

After plunging the knife in the victim's 
neck Byron must have drawn it forward and 
downward, as the wound was nearly three 
inches in length. 

Robert Kemp, who was ono of Wade's com- 
panions, saw the open knife in Byron's hand 
but was unable to prevent the tragedy, so 
rapid were the murderer's movements, al- 
though he was very drunk. 

The spot where the murder occurred is close 
toa culvert and only a short distance from 
the semaphore. After the affray Wade 
called out, “I'm stabbed,” and on a com- 
| panion enquiring ‘Where f” he replied, ‘*In 


| the neck.” Wade almost immediatel ly 
fell to the ground and lost con- 
sciousness. One of his companions 


attempted to bind upthe wound with a hand- 
herchief, but the blood gushed forth in a tor- 
rent and all attempts to stay it proved futile 
The victim was carried back to the station, 
one of his late companions meanwhile hurry- 
ing to Dr. Olver’s. An uninterrupted trail of 
arterial fluid marks the ties over which the 
wounded man was carried and when the 
depot was reached it had ceased to flow, for 
the reason that the fount was dry—almost 
every drop of blood had issued from the gap- 
ing orifice in the neck. 

Within two minutes of Dr. Olver’s arrival 
Wade was a corpse, 

Byron meantime proceeded up the track, 
no attempt being made to detain him. He 
arrived at his boarding house and went to 
bed. Yesterday morning he arose and ate 
his breakfast as usual, making no mention 
of the affray of the night before, and was 
apparently in his usual spirits. At 10 o'clock 
in the morning, however, Mr, Wingfield,

The prisoner was brought to the county 
jail by Constable Hickey at 2 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. High Constable Jones went 
out inthe afternoon and has taken charge of 
the case. 


The body meantime will remain in the 
baggage-room of the Mimico station under 
the charge of Constable R. G. Wright. Dr. 
Olver will make a post-mortem examination 
this morning. 

The victim, John Wade, was in the em- 
play of J. & E. Dickinson, the contractors 
for the carpenter work on the Asylum. 
Although he had been drinking some he was 
not intoxicated.

THE MIMICO TRAGEDY.% 


A CORONER'S VERDICT OF MAN 
SLAUGHTER AGAINST BYRON. 


Man 


and Sobs 


The Accused Breaks Down Com 
plotely Tike nm Child The 
Bloody Knife in Court—Hia Mploye: 
Would Trust Byron in Any Poaltion, 

Toronto, March 25,—Tho second act in the 
Mimico tragedy*was played yesterday, whor 
Coroner Lynd commenced an inquest on the 
body of John Wade, the victim 
Saturday night's fatal row. Tho prison 
er, John Byron, who is alloged te 
be the murderer, was brought oul 
on the suburban train at 1 o'clock, Avs lu 
entered the train with manacled hands, bir 
face the very picture of misery, he noticed 
tho rough coffin for the murdered mau stand 
ing in one corner of the car, Tho prisonei 
started back and trembled from head to foot 
Great tears rollod down his choeks and bi 
head dropped to his breast, His emotion wa 
noticed aud he was removed to another car 
where bis knitted brow and the spasmodic 
working of the muscles of his face gave 
evidence of the fearful anguish he was uh 
dergoing. 

Tho body of the victim was stretched out 
in tho baggage-room. The blood had beer 
washed away, making the white, upturned 
faco look all the moro ghastly with ita tightly- 
drawn lips and glassy, staring oyos, Afte 
viewing the body an adjournment was mad¢ 
to Nurse’s Hotel at the Humber, County 
Crown Attorney Badgorow and High Con 
stablo Jones were present and also Lawyw 
J. A. Macdonald, who had been retained by 
tho prisoner, 

Robert Komp, G, Brians, Joseph Duncar 
and W. H. Pigrum detailed the circumstan- 
ces surrounding the tragedy, but nothing 
new was developed. 

Dr, J. B, Olver, who made tho post-morter 
examination, told how he had been sum 
moned late Saturday nightand on reaching 
the station found Wnhdo just breathing bir 
last. On tho left side of lilk neck was a trans 
versé cut 1% inghos in length, severing the 
main artery and other blood vessels, The 
wound was vory deep, extending to the spina 
column. Death was caused by loss of blood. 
Deceased was well built and had been fi o 
healthy condition. The wound had been like- 
ly made by a sharp and rather large knife. 

At this stage Constable Hickio entered 
with a blood-stained knife which had been 
found in the prisoner's room at tho boarding 
house of Mrs, McNeil Tho knife contains 
two ugly-looking blades, ench nearly three 
inches long. 

Robert Kemp, on being recalled, recognizec 
the knife asthe one which ho saw in the 
prisoner's hand Saturday noon at the asyluro 
works at Mimico, 

Miss Mary Westcott, a girl residing at 
Mrs, McNiel’s house, testified that she found 
the knife in the prisoner’s room under a pair 
of socks yesterday niorning. 

At Ty p.m. the jury retired and after an 
hour’s deliberation returned this verdict: 

“That the doceased John Wade came to 
his death from the effects of a wound in the 
neck caused by a knife in the hands of John 
Byron; and that tho said John Byron did 
unlawfully ond feloniously kill and slay the 
said Jobn Wade,” 

The prisoner was at once committed to jail 
on the charge of manslaughter and Mr. Mac. 
donald will mnke application for bail as soon 
as possible, 

Byron's employer, Mr. Miles Hunting of 
Hamilton, was present at the inquest, He 
gives the prisoner an excellent character as 
a quiet, inoffonsive man, and says he would 
trust him in any position. 

The prisoner is completely broken down 
and sobbed like a child when the verdict 
was returned. 


MURDER IN ENNISKILLEN. 


William MeFadden Deliberately Shoots 
Willinma Harrison Myers, 

PETROLEA, March 24,—William Harrison 
Myers, alias Black, was shot by William Mc 
Fadden at Holmedale, in Enniskillen, ov 
Saturday night, in his own house. The crime 
was the result of a charivari at Myers’ 
shanty, he having induced McFadden's wife 
to leave hor husband and come to live with 
him. McFadden, accompanied by half-a- 
dozen others, proceeded to Myors’ place, 
knocked at the door and demanded money to 
purchase whisky. 

Myers was leaning over a chest to get the 
money, when the door was burst in and a 
shot fired by McFadden tor@ a large hole 
through Myers’ liver, He died in about twe 
hours. Dr. Lougheed of this town held an 
inquest yesterday, at which a verdict of 
wilful murder was returned against Mc 
Fadden and ho was committed to Sarnis 
jail. 


This Shot Took Only an Ear. 

MEA¥ForD, March 24—A shooting affray 
occurred here Saturday night which fortunt 
ately ended without~loss of life. Two men 
named William Fox and George Tuck r, 
who have not been onthe best of terms of 
late, met about 10 o'clock in the evening and 
quarreled. Before co ming to blows it was 
decided to adjourn toa quicter part of the 
town and settle the matter in a ring. 

Accompanied by several friends the par 
ticipants turned into Victoria-street, when 
Fox suggested that as asuitable spot, Tucker 
said no, it was too public. Fox began pull 
ing off his coat, when Tucker drew a re- 
volver, and aiming at his opponent’s head, 
fired. The bullet struck Fox in tho ear, 
smashing it to pieces, 

Tucker was overpowered and locked up. 
The wounded man was taken to a doctor, 
and is now on the mend, No reason for the 
quarrel is known, but it is believed to have 
originated over ‘a young lady witb whom 
both parties aro in love,

LOUISVILLE, | 


It is very evident that it was nota cyclone, 
For miles 
in elthor direction of the city occasional roofs 
wore torn off and the trees lifted out of the 
ground by tho roots, As tho spocial train 
spel towards the fated city, bringing press 
ropresentatives fin Indianapolis, the evi 
dences woro first 
Firet came to view an 
broken into pieces, then large and more sub- 
stantial trees and finally monarchs of tho 
forest. Many of tho little towns along the 
J..M. & I. Railway were fairly stripped of 
their signs and gingerbread work, 

A few miles south of Henryville, about 21 
mies from Louisville, lay an engine with ita 
nos plunged in a bed of yellow mud, On 
tle opposite side lay the tender and behind 
twe couches tipped over on their sides. It was 
the wreck of an accommodation train which 
runs betwoen Indianapolis and Louisville. 
The train was making the best time possible 
in the heavy gale when it struck a treo that 
had beon torn up by its roots and flung 
across the track. 

When Louisville, the sceno of the disaster, 
was reached an appalling sight was present- 
ed Crowds of people thronged tho Fourteenth- 
streetstation and from there up Main-street 
to the heart of the city was a mass of 
humanity dodging shorses, stroet cars and 
all sorts of yohiclas in the middle of the 
strwot, Onelthor side was wreck and ruin. 
Great masses of brick and stone in heaps 
presented the appearance of having simply 
crumbled to the earth. Gangs of rescuers 
were at work like gophers on the 
great mass of debris in the search for 
human victims of the awful calamity, 
Here and there lay a dead mule with clots of 
blood at its nostrils that had been dragged 
from the ruins of the great tobacco houses of 
whieh they are an adjunct, 

Women and men darted before mad horses 
whose hoofs it seemed would crush them to 
death, Burly policemen were stationed at 
street crossings to prevent people from at- 
heating to pass throngh the ruined 
thoroughfare where partially wrecked walls 
s'eod as a menace to human life, but their 
efforts were futile, and men, women and 
ebfldren made their way down the dangerous 
streets with astounding recklessness, The 
morbid crowd was not to be held back in ite 
wid desire to satisfy curiosity, and it was a 
sight worth their efforts to see. The wreck 
isao great thatit beggars an attempt at de- 
tail. 

Lmmediately upon the burst of the 
cyclone bells sounded and the police 
ware work, Within 10 minutes 
& posse appeared at the Falls City wreck. 
The walls of the adjoining house were first 
propped and then began the work of cutting 
through the heavy slate roof that covered 
all. At first work was difficult aud laborious 
on account of the anxious multitude that 
thronged the wreck. Difficult wasthe task 
to clear the ruin of women who were found 
digging at the slate with their fingers, crazed 
at the groans boneath, each of which they 
thought ascended from their dying. Every- 
one did noble work, ' 

After an hour of ceaseless labor the first 
sufferer, Mrs. Sarah Kelly, was unearthed. 
She was badly hurt. She said at the first 
quake a mad rush was made for the en- 
terance. Women were knocked down and 
trampled on inthe mad haste to escape. 
Sewing the overwhelming jam at the door 
several remained behind. The last she saw of 
her friends was just before the floor gave way 
and the coiling fell, The work was con 
tinued, but none of those whom Mrs. Kelly 
said were near could be found. 

The excavation was then moved from the 
rear of the building to the front, where it 
was supposed, the greatest crowd was 
gathored. As soon as the roofing was re- 
moved and the mass of brick beneath, the 
first sight that met their eyes was anything 
but hopeful. Ten women locked in each 
other’s arms were drawn out of the dobris, 
James Hasson, whose wife had been at the 
lodge meeting, was foremost in the work and 
the first person he drew out of tho ruined 
butlding was his wife, who died in bis arms. 
He laid her by the side of the others who 
wers dead and continued to work for the 
living. 

Inside of the next house thirty men and 
women drawn out dead but with 
no wounds on thoi bodies, and it 
is thought all met their death from 
suffecation. Tho gas pipes had broken, which 
caused the lights to go out and which saved 
the ruins from fire for the time, but flooded 
the debris with a yapor almost as deadly as 
the tlre might have proved. 

Ways were pierced into the breast of the 
rule and bodies drawn out dead and dying. 
One part of the bullding was reserved for 
the dead but the wounded were taken into 
the atores and houses on the opposite side of 
the street, where physicians and priests ad- 
ministered to bodies and sou's, Along Main- 
street the pathway of the storm extended 
from Sixth to Eloventh-strosts on one side and 
froua Seventh to Eleventh-street on the other, 
ind not a single building was loft standing. 
Oreasionally n massive stone or iron front 
still stood intact while the rest of the struc- 
ture had been swept away, 
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sented the «stupendous 
of disaster and ruin 
wivnessed. In the course of the storm lay the 
prided tobacco market of the city and to-day

At 12 o'clock the opening up of a portion 
nf the debris of the Falls City Hall caused a 
traught to penctrate the ruins, whereupon 
the smouldering fire broke out with tremen- 
dous flerceness, It spread rapidly and forced 


the workers to desert the pile. As soon as 


tho fire gathered headway the groans of the | 


imprisoned people became shricks, and so 
great was the horror of the moment that the 
watchers grew frantic and screamed and 
ran about like wild people, the terrible 
sufferings "which they were unable to 
alleviate driving them to despair. Several 
lines of soon = throwing 
water on the flames, but it was more than au 
bour before work could be proceeded with 
and then it was carried on with much diffi- 
culty on account of the heat. 

Up to 12 o'clock only about 35 dead bodies 
and 25 wounded and dying were taken from 
the wreck of Falls City Hall The corpses 
were laid in the various houses across the 
strect and in Dougherty & Kennan’s under- 
taking establishment uno block below, At 
the latter place people passed in and out one 
by one to look at the bodies, hunting for 
friends and relatives. One man said he was 
looking for Louis Lipp and the very first 
sheot lifted revealed the corpse of the person 
wanted. The man covered bis face, groaned 
and would have fallen bad he not been sus- 
tained. 

At about 1144 the room where the children 
were dancing was reached. Louis Simms, 
jr., had for hours been moving aboutin agony 
of grief in front of that portion of the wreck 
where this room had been, for his wife and 
four little children were there, When the 
room was reached Mrs, Simms was the first 
one found and she was fatally hurt, then 
within about 15 minutes of each other three of 
the Simms’ children were recovered. They 
were unconscious and there is only a faint 
possibility of their living. While the father 
was imploring the workers to get his other 
child fire broke out and work was suspended. 

The last man taken out alive before the 
flames started was John Hebden, and just 
previous to thata woman who was unable 
to give her name was recovered. 
It was not possible to tell the extent of 
the injuries of either. 

A thrilling experience was that of George 
H. Capito, who was present at the meeting of 
Jewel Lodge No. 2, Knights and Ladies of 
Honor, in their jodge room on the top floor of 
the Falls City Hall when the cyclone struck 
the building. He says: 

“The first intimation of danger we had 
were two distinct rockings of the building, 
about which time a dormer wiadow ou tue 
lodge room was blown from its casings and 
immediately after the plastering bogan to 
drop from the ceiling. A wild ruso was 
made for the antercom which carried 
me with it, and I bad just reached the door 
when the entire floor gave way and we Were 
precipitated to the basement, blinded and al- 
most suffocated by a cloud of dust and crushed 
and jammed by falling timbers In some 
way the door frame fell with me and main- 
tained an upright position when it stopped, 
and I was enabled to extricate myself from 
the debris and make an exit to the street 
through an adjoining house whose doors I 
kicked in. 

**Meanwhile the shrieks and groans of those 
still imprisoned by the wreck formed a chorus 
that in connection with the howling of the 
storm made my very heart sick. I was but 
slightly injured and at once returned over the 
ruins with several men to the rear of the 
place and extinguished a fire that had begun 
to blaze fiercely. By this time the rain was 
falling in torrentsand it was difficult for the 
crowd to tell where to begin the work of 
rescue. The vivid lightning flashes only 
gave momentary views of the position of the 
ruins and blinded them. Among those whom 
I saw and.recognised as having escaped from 
Jewel Lodge I can namo only one, Mrs, 
Lizzie Walters, the treasurer of the lodge, 
who was covered with dust, drenched by the 
storm and well-nigh distracted by the prob- 
able fate of her aged father, who had attend- 
ed the lodge meeting with her and was still 
in the ruins, 

“The entire building collapsed in front and 
rear, and of the east and west side walls noth 
ing was standing above the second story, 
There were nearly 100 members present at 
our lodge meeting, as several candidates were 
up for initiation. Fully two-thirds of these 
were ladies. Besides our lodge another order 
was holding a meeting on the same floor with 
us. A German band was rehearsing on the 
second floor and a party of decorators 
were at workin the large hall on that floor 
preparing for some entertainment, So far 
as I could judge when I had succeeded in 
sscaping there wasless than a dozen all told 
who got out unhurt, and the cries for help 
and groans that issued from the broken and 
twisted heap proved that scores were still 
thore unable to escape.” 

The deaths will number 150, Forty men 
aave beon went out by the Board of Trade to 
nake athorough canvass of the district and re- 
ort losses of life and property fully. The 
work of rescuing the mangled dead went 
bravely on to-day. A hundred anxious men 
worked as thoy never worked before for 
ho bodies of their wives, fathers, mothers, 
brothers and sisters that lay buried in the 
ruins of Falls City Hall, The cries of men, 
and children rent the air on 
every side, A surging crowd of 10,000 people 
blocked the streets for squares. A large 
force of police guarded the ayenue to keop 
back tho masses of curious humanity that 
gradually forced their way to tho sceno of

The roofs were torn off but no great damago 
was done and no occupants were hurt. From 
Sixteenth down to Nineteenth, however, tho 
destruction was terrible. 

The stroots aro thronged with multitudes 
of people. They stand upon the corners with 
tear-dimmed eyes solemnly discuming tho 
catastrophe, or move from one point of the 


| wrecked district to another gazing at the 


scene of ruin. 

There are at least a hundred families home- 
less in the streeta. One poor woman between 
hor gobs told how that very evening hor 
husband bad paid to a building association 
the last dollar they owed upon thelr house 
and now all that remains is a confused mass 
of brick and mortar. 

Itnow seems almost impossible to find 
storehouses for the vast amount of merchan- 
cise exposed by the violence of the storm. 

At the entrance of the various ‘‘dead 
rooms” stand a breathless mob clamoring 
for admittance but invariably refused unless 
it be to identify some relative or friend. 
Coroner Miller has ordered that nobody be 
interred until the body bas been viewed 
by him. This has caused some dis 
satisfaction. The search for victims is 
steadily going on and tho List is 
increasing. The stand pipe of the 
waterworks was completely blown down. 
All water consumers except the fire depart- 
ment have been notified that all water supply 
will be turned off for a week'or until repairs 
are completed. 

Blackened ruins mark the spot where 
only last evening stood the splendid large 
Union Depot at Seventh-strect and the 
river. When the crash came a Louisville 
Southern train had just come in and the 
Ohio & Mississippi was ready to pull out. 
Both were crushed like shells. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Trade Relief 
Committee it was reported that the total re- 

| lief subscription was $20,000, to which is 
added $20,000 voted by the City Council. 
About 400 men will begin to remove wreck- 
nge. The Relief Committee has furnished 
the following statement: 

The calamity that has overtaken the city 
of Louisville by the cycloné of last night 
about 9 o'clock spread over a territory of our 
city covering a space of ground some 400 
yards wide and three miles in length through 
the business and residence portion of our 
city. The loss of life is in the nelghbor- 
hood, it is belicved, of some 75 persons, and 
tho loss to the city in damage to 
houses and goods is believed not 
to exceed $2,000,000. While the 
calamity is a great one, our citizens 
feel abies to cope with it and are not 
cast down,but will at once proceed to repair

resumed in its usual channels 

Nobody was killed by the cyclone at 
Jeffersonville though some persons were 
badly hurt, The destruction of property was 
great and is estimatad not lower than §500,- 
000. 


Saved at the Eleventh Hour, 

CurcaGo, March 28.—Two miles and a 
half from shore in Lake Michigan is 
the intermediate crib connecting with 
the new water tunnel under the lake. 
On this crib is a shanty in whieh 
last night 18 men cngaged in making 
excavations slept. The waves were unusually 
high and were driven by the storm with 
terrific force against the crib and the 
shanty, Toward morning the shanty began 
to give way and the men were driven to the 
roof, where they were drenched with spray 
which froze on them and chilled to the mar- 
row by the keen wind. Their peril was ob- 
served by a passing tug and tugs and life 
boats were sent to their rescue, After some 
difficult work they were all taken off pretty 
thoroughly exhausted.

That all the Governments unite to establish 
an American International Bureau for 
the collection and publication in Eng-

THE PATH OF THE STORM. 


Destruction Mark Its Courso 
Through Kentucky. 

LOUISVILLE, March 30,—The swath of the 
tornado which wrought such terrible de- 
structién in this city is clearly 
through the state. Reports from Paducah, 
near which place the whirlwind must hav 
tered Kentucky, give detrils of much damage, 
The new town of Grand River on the Cumber- 
land was destroyed and several people wero 
killed. In Laurel County many hots’ 
razed to the ground. From Crittenden 
County the same story comes, Heavy storms 
are reported from nearly all the river 
counties, In Christian and Trigg, in the 
southern part of the state, tho loss of life and 
property was very heavy, East of Louis 
ville no serious damage is reported, although 
apumber of houses were unroofed by the 
wind, Onthe farm of Thomas L. Barrett, 
oresident of the Bank of Kentucky, 
about miles out on the Cane Run 
road, seen the most visible results 
of tho cyclone. The barns and dwellings 
on the farm were scattered skywast, whilo 
the fences and stacksof hay and straw wet 
strewn for miles around. Ono of the strange 
freaks of the storm was the killing of the in- 
fant child of James Crowley, the manager 
of Mr, Barrett's farm, which was blown from 
the nurse's arms, lifted up in the air and 
landed same distance away. When the In 
fant was found it was dead, while the nurse 
was uninjured, Mr. Crowley, with his wife 
and six other children, who were all out of 
doors at the time of the storm, were unin- 
jured.
